Weston  K.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee,  read  the  preamble 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  also  addressed  the 
meeting  on  subjects  pertinent  to  the  report. 

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swainpscott : 

Your  Finance  Committee  has  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  for 
your  consideration  a  report,  both  of  its  work  during  the  year,  and  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1918. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  keeping  in  touch  with  the  progress  of  the 
town's  business  and  legislation  affecting  its  interests. 

In  January  last  we  arranged  with  the  Municipal  Protection  Department 
of  the  New  England  Insurance  Exchange  to  make,  without  expense  to  the 
town,  a  reinspection  of  the  Water  and  Fire  Departments  in  the  hope  that 
the  improvements  made  since  the  date  of  the  last  inspection  in  1913,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Fire  Department,  which  has  been  completely  motorized  at 
a  large  expense,  might  result  in  the  town  being  transferred  from  Class  B 
to  Class  A  with  resulting  benefits  to  our  citizens  in  the  form  of  reduced 
fire  insurance  premiums. 

The  report  of  the  reinspection,  consisting  of  twenty  pages  of  data  and  a 
large  and  valuable  map,  which  space  does  not  permit  the  reproduction  of 
here,  has  recently  been  received  by  us.  Prepared  by  competent  and 
unbiassed  men,  it  provides  the  town  with  data  which  otherwise  would 
have  cost  a  large  sum  to  obtain.  The  time  at  our  disposal  for  study  of 
this  report  is  insufficient  for  intelligent  recommendation  at  this  time,  but 
it  is  evident  that  extensive  changps  in  the  water  system  and  a  complete 
reorganization  of  the  Fire  Department  must  be  made  before  we  can  be 
rated  in  Class  A. 

We  have  furnished  copies  to  the  Selectmen,  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board,  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  the  press. 
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In  December  last  we  addressed  letters  to  the  chairmen  of  the  different 
boards  and  heads  of  departments  calling  attention  to  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  from  the  taxpayers'  point  of  view,  and  urging  the  pressing 
need  of  curtailment  in  town  expenditures,  if  an  unprecedented  rise  in  the 
tax  rate  was  to  be  prevented. 

That  there  might  be  no  misunderstanding  we  also  stated  what  we  would 
approve  in  the  way  of  appropriations. 

While  the  response  was  on  the  whole  gratifying,  the  aggregate  of  the 
appropriations  asked  for,  coupled  with  increases  in  maturing  debt,  interest, 
state  tax,  salaries  for  school  teachers,  new  contracts  for  removing  ashes  and 
garbage,  architect's  bill  and  an  extra  appropriation  for  completing  changes 
at  the  sewer  pumping  station,  together  with  a  totally  unexpected  expense 
of  $5,000  for  thawing  frozen  water  pipes,  portended  a  marked  increase  in 
the  tax  rate,  unless  some  way  could  be  found  of  making  a  net  reduction  in 
the  appropriations.  The  budgets  and  recommendations  of  the  various 
departments,  articles  in  the  warrant,  together  with  the  extra  expense  for 
collection  of  ashes,  and  garbage,  and  thawing  pipes,  called  for  appropria- 
tions from  current  revenue  amounting  to  $429,918.31.  In  addition  there 
were  requests  for  appropriations  that  could  be  bonded  aggregating 
$9,800,  or  a  grand  total  of  $439,218.31.  In  the  $429,918.31  to  be  raised 
from  current  revenue  were  liabilities  of  $176,614.84,  which  had  to  be  met 
without  deduction,  as  follows  : —

Deducting  $176,614.84,  liabilities  which  had  to  be  met,  from  $429,918.31 
proposed  to  be  raised  from  current  revenue,  left  $253,303.47  actually  in 
control  of  the  citizens. 

The  estimated  income  for  1918,  including  the  town's  share  of  the  State 
Income  Tax,  is  $125,929.38.  Subtracting  this  amount  from  the  $429,918.31 
requested  left  $303,988.93  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  The  real  estate  valua- 
tion of  the  town  last  year  was  $12,141,321,  to  which  could  be  added  an 
estimated  increase  of  $300,000  in  new  buildings,  additions  and  alterations. 
Taking  the  tangible  personal  property  valuation  at  the  same  figure  as  last 
year,  $1,000,682,  gave  us  a  total  valuation  for  purposes  of  taxation  of 
$13,442,003.  With  a  tax  rate  of  $20  per  $i,ooo,  this  would  produce  a 
revenue  of  $268,840.06,  which  is  $35,148.87  less  than  the  amount  needed 
to  meet  all  requests  for  appropriations  and  keep  the  tax  rate  at  the  present 
figure,  or  in  other  words,  if  the  appropriations  requested  were  to  be  granted, 
the  tax  rate  would,  so  far  as  can  now  be  foreseen,  be  $22.58.  If  the  appro- 
priations are  made  as  recommended,  in  this  report,  the  rate,  in  the  absence 
of  unexpected  contingencies,  will  be  $21.14.  We  regret  that  we  have  felt 
unable  to  recommend  appropriations  in  such  amounts  as  to  result  in  not 
exceeding  the  1917  tax  rate.  We  have  made  a  net  reduction  from  the 
requested  appropriations  of  $19,949.47  but  under  the  existing  organization 
for  handling  the  town's  affairs,  we  feel  that  this  is  as  far  as  we  can  go. 
We  call  vour  attention  to  the  fact  that  every  $1,344,  added  to  the  appro- 
priations recommended  will  add  ten  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 
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TELEPHONES. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  stated  our  belief  that  the  town's  business 
would  not  suffer  if  a  reduction  was  made  in  the  number  of  telephones 
furnished  to  the  various  departments  and  individuals  employed  by  them. 

Our  recommendation  that  the  question  be  taken  up  at  once  by  the 
various  departments  was  adopted,  but  to-day  there  are  more  telephones 
being  paid  for  by  the  town  than  ever  before,  the  net  cost  for  1917  being 
$1,188.20. 

Our  investigation  of  municipal  telephone  service  in  other  communities 
shows  that  Swampscott  is  paying  for  more  telephones  than  many  large 
towns  and  some  cities.  Without  any  desire  to  criticise  the  recipients  of 
this  telephone  gratuity  and  recognizing  the  fact  that  this  custom  which 
has  been  growing  from  year  to  year  was  inherited  in  many  cases  by  them 
from  their  predecessors  in  office,  we  nevertheless  feel  that  this  is  not  only 
a  good  time  to  limit  the  privilege  of  free  telephone  service,  but  to  cut 
down  the  service  generally. 

For  the  purpose,  therefore,  of  bringing  the  matter  to  a  head,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  town  during  the  current  year  shall  furnish  free  telephone 
service ^o  only  the  following  departments  and  individuals  :

TOWN  DEBT. 

The  net  funded  debt  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1917,  was  $709,084,  a 
decrease  of  $30,620.10  for  the  year. 

By  use  of  accumulated  balances  of  previous  sewer  and  water  loans  it  is 
possible  to  grant  the  requests  for  sewers  and  water  mains  in  the  Warrant 
without  making  new  loans,  and  if  no  more  money  is  borrowed  during  the 
year  the  net  debt  will  show  the  substantial  decrease  of  $68,612.00  on 
December  31,  1918. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer be  $15,000. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  be  $10,000. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  be  $3,000  for  each  member. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the  Town 
Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  required  of  the  Town  Clerk 
be  $1,000. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  salaries 
of  town  officials  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  town  officials  remain  the  same 
as  last  year  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  Town  Accountant,  Tree 
Warden,  and  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery,  whose  salaries  are  dealt 
with  in  our  report  on  later  articles. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Fire  Engineers,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  121. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  pages  123 
and  124. 

We  recommend  that  so  long  as  the  offices  of  Superintendent  of  Moth 
Work,  Tree  Warden  and  Forest  Warden  are  held  by  one  man,  he  receive 
one  salary  for  the  three  offices  in  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,300.00)  per  year. 

Because  of  the  risk  involved  we  recommend  that  employees  of  the  Moth 
Department,  while  actually  engaged  in  climbing,  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($3.25)  per  day. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Tree  Warden,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  125. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 
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Article  14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  126. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Cemetery,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  127. 

We  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Cemetery  be 
increased  to  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  per  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  16.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  contained  in 
the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  19 1 7,  on  page  129. 

We  recommend  the  employment  of  a  School  or  Public  Health  Nurse  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  72  of  the  Acts  of  191 1  and  the 
appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800)  for  this  purpose. 

We  recommend  that  the  other  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article 
be  taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Health  Officer,  as  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  133. 

We  have  taken  up  with  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  the  question  of  the 
feasibility  of  the  collection  of  ashes  by  the  Highway  Department.  The 
estimated  cost  of  this  means  of  collection  is  $9,500  for  the  first  year.  As 
bids  have  been  received  for  a  five  year  contract  at  a  much  lower  figure. 

We  recommend  that  the  removal  of  ashes  be  done  by  contract  as  in 
previous  years. 

Article  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  as  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  137. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  pages  138  and 
140. 

An  appropriation  was  made  for  grading  Stanwood  road  and  Bradlee 
avenue  together  with  eight  other  newly  accepted  streets  at  the  meeting  of 
May  9,  1917.  Owing  to  the  unusually  early  advent  of  winter,  part  of  this 
work  was  not  undertaken  by  the  Highway  Department. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  purpose  of  resurfac- 
ing and  putting  Stanwood  road  and  Bradlee  avenue  in  good  condition. 

Humphrey  street  from  Glen  road  to  Humphrey  square  was  left  in 
extremely  bad  shape  last  year,  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  new 
sewer.  We  are  informed  that  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  has  with- 
held payment  of  a  balance  of  the  contract  to  cover  the  cost  of  replacing 
the  granite  block  paving  between  the  rails  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company.  The  street  should  be  repaired,  but  the  work  should  not  be  under- 
taken until  the  rails  have  been  relaid  and  the  granite  block  paving  replaced. 
As  macadam  is  not  permanent  in  character  and  the  town  should  look  for- 
ward to  extending  the  present  concrete  service  on  Humphrey  street  as 
soon  as  it  is  expedient,  we  do  not  favor  an  appropriation  for  macadam. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
the  surface  of  Humphrey  street  from  the  easterly  end  of  the  present  con- 
crete pavement  to  Humphrey  square,  provided,  however,  that  no  expendi- 
ture shall  be  made  from  the  appropriation  until  the  Bav  State  Street  Rail- 
way Company's  rails  have  been  relaid  and  the  granite  block  paving  replaced 
in  that  portion  of  the  street  affected  by  the  recent  sewer  extension. 
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On  May  9,  1917,  the  town  voted  to  appropriate  $11,500  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  a  concrete  pavement  on  and  curbing  both  sides  of  that  portion 
of  Essex  street  from  the  easterly  side  of  Burrill  street  to  the  Lynn  line 
with  the  proviso  that  the  bonds  or  notes  should  not  be  issued,  or  the  work 
started  until  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  should  have  made 
such  repairs  as  were  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  feel  that  the  proviso  was  a  wise  one  and  as  the  bonds  then  authorized 
can  be  issued  and  the  work  started  at  any  time  when  the  conditions  have 
been  complied  with,  we  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  by  the  town 
at  this  time. 

The  absence  of  a  curbstone  on  Puritan  road  between  Orient  court  and 
Marshall  street  is  a  source  of  danger  to  pedestrians  by  reason  of  the  heavy 
automobile  traffic. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $450  for  the  purpose  of  setting 
curbstones  and  straightening  the  lines  of  the  street. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,000,  for  resurfacing  Aspen  road, 
which  at  present  is  in  a  dangerous  condition,  provided  that  the  work  shall 
not  be  started  until  the  laying  of  water  mains  is  completed. 

Article  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  as  contained  in 
the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  146. 

We  believe  the  itemization  of  the  details  of  the  valuation  of  real  estate 
on  the  tax  bills  as  is  generally  dotie  in  cities  and  large  towns  would  be  a 
great  convenience  to  the  taxpayers,  and  could  be  done  at  a  slight  expense 
within  the  sums  hereafter  recommended  for  the  Assessors  and  the  Tax 
Collector. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  direct  the  Assessors  to  furnish  to  the  Tax 
Collector  and  the  Tax  Collector  to  furnish  this  information  on  the  tax 
bills  as  rendered. 

Article  21.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  150. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  page  152. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Construction  Committee,  Sewerage 
Pumping  Station,  as  contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31, 
1917,  on  Page  155. 

For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Construction  Committee, 
Sewerage  Pumping  Station,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  thirty- 
one  hundred  dollars  ($3,100)  to  complete  the  work  described  therein.  • 

Article  24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  as  contained 
in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  pages  156,  157,  158 
and  159. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  under  this  article  be 
taken  up  jointly  with  Article  26. 

Article  25.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1917,  on  pages  160,  169, 
174. 

We  recommend  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  established  last  year  that  the 
unexpended  balances  from  the  following  special  appropriations  :

be  transferred  to  an  emergency  fund  to  be  drawn  on  by  a  recorded  vote  of 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  upon  proper  petition  for  the  extension  of 
water  mains  as  recommended  in  their  report  provided  in  the  event  of  such 
extension  being  made,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  on  the  cost  thereof 
is  paid  by  the  users  affected  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal  the 
interest. 

The  following  supplemental  report  was  presented  by  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  : 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swamftscott : 

The  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  sup- 
plementary report  : — 

In  common  with  many  other  municipalities,  the  water  system  of 
Swampscott  suffered  greatly  during  the  past  winter  by  reason  of  the  freez- 
ing of  main  and  service  pipes.  These  had  to  be  thawed,  and  immediate 
action  was  necessary  to  avoid  great  inconvenience  and  suffering.  As 
quickly  as  possible,  properly  equipped  electrical  appliances  were  secured, 
and  the  work  was  begun.  The  Board  is  not  in  a  position  at  this  time  to 
submit  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expense  thus  incurred,  because  bills  for 
some  of  the  work  have  not  been  rendered ;  it  is  distributed  over  various 
items,  the  largest  of  which  are  labor,  repair  and  replacement  of  meters 
and  the  hiring  and  use  of  electrical  appliances.  From  the  bills  already 
received,  the  Board  believes  that  $5,000  will  cover  the  total  expense,  and 
recommends  that  this  sum  be  appropriated.

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  be  appointed  and  author- 
ized to  sell  the  land  owned  by  the  town  and  located  on  Pine  street,  with 
the  power  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  town  a  deed,  conveying  the  title  to  the  same,  excepting,  however,  the 
land  that  is  now  occupied  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $300  under  the  provisions  of  Chap* 
134,  Sect.  1,  Special  Acts  of  1916,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  an  annuity  to 
Nettie  Smith,  the  widow  of  Everett  Smith,  who  lost  his  life  in  the  service 
of  the  town,  as  long  as  she  remains  unmarried. 
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We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $352  and  $377,  respectively,  for  the 
purpose  of  paving  pensions  to  Peter  Coan  and  Michael  Haley,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1912. 

By  an  agreement  dated  January  22,  1915,  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Town 
Report  for  1914  at  page  110,  eleven  of  the  owners  of  property  lying  between 
the  Fish  House  and  the  easterly  end  of  Blaney  Beach  undeitook  to  release 
any  interests  they  might  have  in  that  part  of  the  beach  lying  below  a 
uniform  line  established  by  the  Town  Engineer,  provided  the  town 
release  its  rights  on  the  land  side  of  such  wall  and  graded  the  proprietors' 
land  to  the  wall.    Seven  owners  refused  to  join  in  the  agreement. 

While  the  eventual  control  of  this  portion  of  the  beach  is  essential  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  town  we  do  not  think  that  the  work  should  be  com- 
menced until  the  town  is  in  a  financial  position  to  be  prepared  to  take  any 
land  which  the  owners  refuse  to  release  under  the  above  agreement. 

We  recommend  that  no  appropriation  be  made  for  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  wall  this  year  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  make 
efforts  to  procure  an  extension  of  the  above  agreement  and  the  signatures 
of  the  proprietors  who  have  not  yet  signed.

The  Town  Balance  Sheet  December  31,  1917,  shows  "Premium  Notes 
and  Bonds,  "  $409.38. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  this  amount  to  General  Debt  maturing 
this  year. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Crosman  avenue, 
so-called,  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  shown  on  a  plan  drawn 
by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  December,  1917,  and  reported  to 
the  town  at  this  meeting,  as  soon  as  the  waivers  are  signed,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  Crosman  avenue,  as  soon  as  the 
waivers  are  signed,  and  the  appropriation  of  $800  for  the  purpose  of 
grading  and  putting  the  surface  in  good  condition. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Linden  avenue, 
so-called,  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  shown  on  a  plan  drawn 
by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  December,  1917,  and  reported  to 
to  the  town  at  this  meeting,  as  soon  as  the  waivers  are  signed,  and 
appropriate  money  for  same. 

We  have  inspected  Linden  avenue,  so-called,  and  find  that  there  is  only 
one  house  on  the  street  and  that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  construct  a 
street  surface. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Jessie 
street  for  a  distance  of  450  feet,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
petitioned  for  by  C.  Sanford  Doughty,  et  ah. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  Jessie  and  Roy  streets  are  so  bad  that  the  town 
should  take  steps  to  relieve  them  by  the  construction  of  sewers. 

We  recommend  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  Jessie  street  from  Eureka 
avenue  to  Highland  place  and  the  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  this  purpose, 
said  sum  to  be  obtained  by  transfer  from  the  following  unexpended 
balances  of  sewer  loans  :

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Roy 
street  for  a  distance  of  750  feet,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
petitioned  for  by  C.  Sanford  Doughty,  et  ah. 

We  recommend  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Roy  street  for  a  distance 
of  750  feet  to  connect  with  the  sewer  in  Crescent  street  by  way  of  land  of 
heirs  of  Juliette  C  Carr,  Silas  B.  Carr  and  Clark  street,  and  that  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  be  authorized,  for  this  purpose  to  acquire  by 
purchase  or  taking  an  easement  through  the  land  of  such  owners. 
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We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $2,800  for  this  purpose,  said  sum 
to  be  obtained  by  transfer  from  the  following  unexpended  balances  of 
sewer  1  oans  :

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main  in 
Magnolia  road  250  feet,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Harry  R.  Stanbon,  et  als. 

Last  year  $1,610.52  was  transferred  from  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations for  extension  of  water  mains  to  an  emergency  fund  to  be  drawn 
upon  under  proper  conditions  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  for  pur- 
poses such  as  requested  in  this  article.  One  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-six  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($1,546.70)  of  this  remained  unexpen- 
ded on  December  31,  1917,  and  under  Article  25  we  have  recommended  the 
transfer  of  similar  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations,  made  in  1917. 
The  total  of  these  items  is  more  than  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this 
and  the  next  article.  We  believe  that  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board 
should  be  vested  with  discretion  in  these  matters  both  as  to  the  necessity 
and  timeliness  of  extensions  of  water  mains,  and  we  accordingly  recom- 
mend that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main  in 
Aspen  road  500  feet,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Harry  R.  Stanbon,  et  als. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  our  report  on  Article  31  we  recommend  that 
this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $375  for  the 
employment  of  district  or  other  nurses,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  72  of  the  Acts  of  191 1. 

We  have  already  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  this  pur- 
pose under  Article  26. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
Article  34.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take,  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  Cherry  street,  a  parcel  of  land  situated  at  the  corner  of  Cherry 
and  Essex  streets  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows  : 

Northwesterly  by  Cherry  street  about  53  feet ;  easterly  by  the  junction 
of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets  about  16  feet ;  southerly  by  Essex  street  about 
47  feet;  and  westerly  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Anton  S.  Selman, 
about  40  feet  containing  about  1,311  square  feet. 

We  have  viewed  the  premises  at  the  intersection  of  Essex  and  Cherry 
streets  and  are  satisfied  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  from  the  point  of 
view  of  safety  to  traffic  and  the  valuation  of  adjoining  property  to  fail  to 
take  the  opportunity  to  acquire  the  land  in  question  before  the  building 
which  is  now  contemplated  is  erected  and  the  danger  to  traffic  and  the 
cost  of  the  improvement  increased. 

The  owner  of  this  property  does  not  appear  anxious  to  sell  and  names 
$1,500  as  his  price.  As  we  are  informed  that  he  paid  $800  for  it  we  think 
that  making  a  fair  allowance  for  interest,  cost  of  plans  and  cellar  excava- 
tion for  the  proposed  new  building  he  would  be  amply  remunerated  by  the 
payment  of  $1,000. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that,  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  above 
article,  the  town  acquire,  in  fee  simple,  the  above  described  land,  either 
by  purchase  or  by  taking,  and  appropriate  therefore  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand ($1,000)  dollars. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
in  payment  of  architect's  expenses  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifi- 
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cations  for  the  Machon  School  building,  as  authorized  by  vote  of  the  town 
of  February  20,  1917. 

JTne  Macnon  Sjhjol  Building  Committee  inform  us  that  the  bill  of  the 
architect  employed  by  them  to  prepare  plans  for  the  proposed  new  build- 
ing amounts  to  the  sum  of  $1,921.60.  We  have  investigated  the  charge 
and  find  it  reasonable  for  the  services  rendered. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  this  amount  for  the  purpose  of 
this  article. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
three  (3)  citizens  to  investigate  the  matter  of  a  more  suitable  ambulance 
for  the  use  of  the  Police  Department,  said  Committee  to  report  at  the 
adjourned  Town  Meeting,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
recommended  by  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department. 

The  committee  of  three  (3)  citizens  appointed  under  this  article  to 
investigate  the  need  and  cost  of  a  new  ambulance  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment has  presented  to  us  a  most  complete  and  exhaustive  report,  the 
details  of  which  they  will  present  to  you  at  the  Adjourned  Town 
Meeting. 

We  recommend  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Chief  of  Police  and  present  Ambulance  Committee,  be  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  purchase  a  new  Police  Ambulance,  and  that  $1,500  be  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose,  said  committee  to  have  the  further  power  to  sell 
such  portion  of  the  present  ambulance  as  may  not  be  needed  and  add  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  to  this  appropriation  if  necessary. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$75,  for  the  proper  observance  of  Firemen's  Memorial  Sunday,  as 
petitioned  for  by  Herbert  F.  Jacobs,  et  als. 

The  petitioner  presented  his  views  to  this  committee,  and  while  we 
appreciate  the  reasons  which  prompted  the  request  we  do  not  feel  that  this 
is  an  object  for  which  public  money  should  be  appropriated.  We  accord- 
ingly recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  determine  upon  and  order 
the  use  of  voting  machines,  approved,  as  provided  in  Section  249,  of 
Chapter  835,  of  the  Acts  of  the  Year  1913,  at  all  primaries  and  elections 
of  State  and  Town  officers  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  251,  of  said  Chapter  835,  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  as  amended  by  Chapter  43,  of  the  Acts  of  1916,  as  petitioned  for  by 
James  F.  Caton,  et  als. 

A  sample  voting  machine  was  brought  to  the  Town  Hall  by  the  Ameri- 
can Voting  Machine  Co.,  and  was  demonstrated  to  the  committee.  We 
are  not  satisfied  as  a  result  of  the  demonstration  that  the  machines  would 
fill  any  present  need  of  the  town  in  respect  to  the  manner  of  voting  and 
as  the  use  of  the  machines  in  Massachusetts  to  date  is  confined  to  the  city 
of  Waltham  and  the  town  of  Winthrop  it  does  not  seem  to  the  committee 
desirable  to  make  the  experiment  of  the  use  of  the  machines  this  year. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lease  for  the  term  of  one  (1) 
year  five  (5)  American  Voting  Machines,  described  in  and  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  article,  with  the  necessary  appur- 
tenances ;  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  lease  the  same  as  aforesaid,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $240.00  to  pay  for  the  same,  all  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  43  of  the  Acts  of  1916;  said  amount  of  rental  to 
be  applied  on  account  of  the  purchase  price  in  case  of  any  purchase  of  said 
machines  by  the  town,  as  petitioned  for  by  James  F.  Caton,  et  als. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  our  report  on  the  previous  article  we  recom- 
mend this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  41.  To  appropriate  and  raise,  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 

We  congratulate  the  town  upon  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  many 
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years  there  is  no  occasion  to  act  upon  the  article  with  reference  to  the  bor- 
rowing of  money  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  any  of  the  articles  of  the 
Warrant. 

We  annex  a  table  showing  the  amounts  requested  and  recommended 
and  the  amounts  appropriated  and  spent  for  the  same  purposes  in  1917.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed 
to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Swampscott,  on  Friday,  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  at  8  P.  M.,  then 
and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  i.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning 
their  action  in  taking  in  fee  simple,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
town,  under  date  of  April  2nd,  1918,  and  under  Article  34  of  the  Warrant, 
a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  at  the  corner  of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets,

To  hear  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  concerning  the  Stacey  Brook  matter  and  to  appro- 
priate money  as  therein  recommended. 

Art.  3.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  By-Law  : — 

By-Law  to  Regulate  the  Transportation  of  Passengers  in 

Motor  Vehicles. 
Section  i.  No  motor  driven  vehicle,  except  cars  of  a  Street  Railway 
Company  and  trackless  trolley  vehicles,  so-called,  shall  transport  for  hire 
passengers  in  or  into  the  Town  of  Swampscott  unless  the  owner  thereof 
shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  in  accordance  with  the  following 
sections  : — 

Sect.  2.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
any  license  so  issued  may  be  revoked  without  a  hearing  before  its  expira- 
tion for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof  or  for  any  other  cause. 
Said  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  of  each  year. 

Sect.  3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  unless  the  person,  partnership  or 
corporation  applying  for  the  same  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
an  application  in  writing  stating  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  appli- 
cant, who  must  be  a  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  his  experience  in  the 
operation  of  motor  driven  vehicles,  or  the  experience  of  such  person  or 
persons  as  he  may  intend  to  drive  such  vehicle.  It  shall  further  state  the 
make,  year,  model  and  the  number  of  the  vehicle  to  be  used,  the  seating 
capacity  and  the  registration  number  thereof,  the  points  between  which 
the  applicant  is  to  operate,  and  the  names  of  three  citizens  of  the  town  as 
references.  The  statements  made  in  the  application  shall  be  sworn  to 
before  a  person  having  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  if  the  applicant 
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for  a  license  is  a  corporation,  it  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  in  its  behalf 
by  the  president  or  treasurer  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  Every  motor  vehicle  licensed  under  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  have  the  license  number  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  vehicle,  and 
there  shall  be  displayed  at  all  times  on  said  vehicle  the  license  issued 
hereunder.  There  shall  also  be  displayed  on  said  vehicle  a  a  sign  indicat- 
ing the  route  and  the  fare  charged. 

Sect.  5.  The  part  of  motor  vehicles  licensed  hereunder,  reserved  for 
passengers,  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  so  as  to  insure  the  safety  of  passen- 
gers in  entering  and  leaving  the  same  and  while  riding  thereon. 

Sect.  6.  Before  said  license  is  granted,  the  vehicle  described  in  said 
application  shall  be  inspected  by  some  qualified  person  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  until  a  report  in 
writing  is  submitted  by  him  to  said  Board  as  to  the  strength,  seating 
capacity  and  equipment  of  said  vehicle.  Said  vehicle,  after  said  license 
has  been  granted,  shall  be  inspected  semi-annually,  or  as  often  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable,  by  a  competent  person  designated  as  aforesaid,  and  a 
report  from  him  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  said  vehicle  is,  in  his 
opinion,  unsafe  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  result  in  the  suspen- 
sion of  said  license  until  such  time  as  said  vehicle  shall  be  rendered  safe 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  Nothing,  however,  in  this  Section 
shall  render  the  town  liable  by  reason  of  any  such  inspection,  nor  shall 
such  inspection  decrease  the  liability  of  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  for  any 
accident  caused  by  defective  construction,  mechanical  defects  or  lack  of 
repair  in  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  No  license  issued  hereunder  shall  become  operative  until  the 
licensee  therein  named  shall  have  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars,  with  sureties,  con- 
ditioned as  provided  in  Chapter  293  of  the  Acts  of  1916,  or  other  security 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  approved  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer ;  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  revoke  any  license  unless  such 
bond  or  other  security  has  been  deposited  as  hereinbefore  provided  within 
forty-eight  hours  of  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  said  license,  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  bond  or  other  security  shall  be  required  if  the 
licensee  shall  have  deposited  a  bond  or  other  security  in  any  other  city  or 
town  in  which  he  or  it  has  taken  out  a  license  under  the  provisions  of 
said  Chapter;  and  if  he  or  it  files  with  the  Town  Treasurer  a  certificate 
from  the  City  or  Town  Clerk  in  which  said  motor  vehicle  is  licensed, 
setting  forth  that  said  licensee  has  filed  in  said  city  or  town  a  bond  which 
is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  293  of  the  Acts  of  1916, 
and  providing  further  that  said  bond  is  not  for  a  less  sum  than  is  required 
by  this  Section.  Nothing,  however,  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  as 
imposing  any  liability  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  upon  the  Town  Treasurer  by  reason  of 
the  approval  of  such  bond  or  other  security. 

Sect.  8.  Licensees  shall  immediately  report  in  writing  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  any  accident  in  which  any  motor  vehicle  covered  by  a 
license  issued  hereunder  is  involved. 

Sect.  9.  No  license  issued  hereunder  shall  be  transferable  or  appli- 
cable to  any  other  vehicle  than  to  the  one  specified  therein,  nor  shall  any 
change  be  made  in  the  termini  specified  in  said  license;  provided,  how- 
ever, that,  upon  application  by  the  licensee  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
permit  the  substitution  of  a  motor  vehicle  for  the  one  specified  in  said 
license  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  this  By-law,  or 
may  change  the  termini  stated  therein  upon  the  payment  of  an  additional 
fee  of  one  ($1)  dollar. 

Sect.  10.  Each  licensee  shall,  before  receiving  a  license,  pay  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  a  fee  of  fifteen  ($15)  dollars,  if  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  motor  vehicle  is  less  than  eight  passengers,  and  twenty-five  ($25) 
dollars  if  the  seating  capacity  is  more  than  eight  passengers. 

Sect.  ii.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
sections  shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty 
r$2o)  dollars. 
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Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  pay  for  telephones  of  Town  Officials  with  the  agreement  that  all 
charges  shall  be  refunded  in  full  to  the  town,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  from  the  City  of 
Lynn,  plans  and  data  of  Swampscott,  compiled  by  the  late  Charles  W. 
Gay,  and  appropriate  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars,  for  same. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Surveyor  of  Highways 
to  sell  the  curbing  formerly  around  the  Monument  lot. 

Art.  7.  To  appropriate  and  raise,  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  attested  copies 
thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Post  Offices  and  three  other  public  and  con- 
spicuous places  in  the  town,  seven  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  said 
meeting.

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Warrant,  the  voters  of  the  town 
assembled  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  May  24,  1918. 

The  necessary  quorum  of  more  than  one  hundred  voters  being  present, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8.45  o'clock  by  Daniel  F.  Knowlton, 
Moderator. 

The  return  on  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted,  Article  1.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectman  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning  the  proposed  taking  of 
the  land  at  the  corner  of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets. 

Under  Article  34  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  at 
the  adjournment  thereof  held  April  2,  1918,  it  was  voted  to  take  the  land 
located  at  the  corner  of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets,  bounded  and  described 
as  follows  : 

Northwesterly  by  Cherry  street  about  fifty-three  (53)*feet;  easterly  by 
the  junction  of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets  about  sixteen  (16)  feet,  southerly 
by  Essex  street  about  forty-seven  (47)  feet;  and  westerly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Anton  S.  Selman  about  forty  (40)  feet ;  containing  about 
1,311  square  feet;  being  the  same  premises  shown  on  a  plan  dated  May, 
1918,  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  said  land  being  owned  by 
Frederico  Marino. 

The  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  to  pay 
for  this  land.    We  have  had  several  interviews  with  the  attorney  repre- 
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senting  the  owner  but  have  been  unable  to  reach  any  agreement  as  to 
price.  We  are  prohibited  by  a  statutory  provision  from  purchasing  the 
land  at  private  sale  at  a  price  greater  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  excess 
of  its  average  assessed  valuation  for  the  preceeding  three  years,  and  by 
reason  of  this  limitation  on  our  power,  we  were  unable  to  reach  any 
agreement  with  owner.  We  have,  therefor,  make  a  taking  in  fee  of  this 
land  and  have  assessed  the  damages  at  $1,000  to  correspond  with  the  vote 
of  the  Town. 


Article  2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board  was  read  to  the  meeting  by  Henry  S.  Baldwin,  Chairman. 

Voted,  To  accept  the  above  report  on  Article  2,  Stacey  Brook,  as  read. 

Article  2.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  Stacey  Brook 
matter  was  read  by  F.  Walker  Johnson,  Chairman. 

Voted,  Article  2.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  the  Stacey  Brook,  as  follows  : 

Article  2.  The  injury  caused  to  surrounding  property  by  the  frequent 
overflowing  of  Stacey  Brook  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the  adjoin- 
ing owners  for  many  years. 

This  overflowing  of  the  adjoining  land  and  streets  has  been  rendered 
more  serious  by  the  fact  that  during  periods  of  heavy  surface  drainage  the 
overflow  from  Lynn  eastern  intercepting  sewer  flows  into  the  brook,  this 
adding  an  element  of  offensiveness  and  danger  to  the  health  of  the  neigh- 
boring owners. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  of  more  or  less  constant  discussion 
between  the  representatives  of  the  two  municipalities,  the  city  of  Lynn 
has  recognized  its  moral  and  legal  obligation  to  bear  a  portion  of  the 
expense  of  remedying  the  above  conditions. 

The  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Engineers  of  the  city  and  town,  has 
studied  the  matter  from  an  engineering  point  of  view  and  is  satisfied  that 
the  proposed  improvement  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  .special  com- 
mittee will  be  adequate  for  all  demands  made  upon  the  new  culverts  for 
many  years. 

We  are  informed  that  the  City  of  Lynn,  through  a  special  committee  of 
its  municipal  council  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  the  Mayor,  is 
prepared  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  town  whereby  it  will  undertake 
to  bear  one-half  of  the  proposed  expense  of  the  proposed  undertaking, 
such  one-half  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

We  therefore  recommend  that,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  sewer, 
as  provided  in  Article  2,  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $7,500  and  to  issue 
notes  of  the  town  therefor;  said  notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  of  Section  14  of  Chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  so  that  the 
whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of 
issue  of  the  first  note,  or  at  such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  may  determine. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  in 
behalf  of  the  town,  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Lynn, 
properly  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  town  with  reference  to  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  as  outlined  in  said  report. 

Article  3.    Voted,  To  accept  and  adopt  the  following  By-Law  : — 

By-Liwto  regulate  the  Transportation  of  Passengers  in  motor  vehicles. 

Section  i.  No  motor  driven  vehicle,  except  cars  of  a  Street  Railway 
Company  and  trackless  trolley  vehicles,  so-called,  shall  transport  for  hire 
passengers  in  or  into  the  Town  of  Swampscott  unless  the  owner  thereof 
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shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  in  accordance  with  the  following 
sections  : — 

Sect.  2.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
any  license  so  issued  may  be  revoked  without  a  hearing  before  its  expira- 
tion for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof  or  for  any  other 
cause.  Said  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  of  each 
year. 

Sect.  3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  unless  the  person,  partnership  or 
corporation  applying  for  the  same  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
an  application  in  writing  stating  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the 
applicant,  who  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  his  experience  in 
the  operation  of  motor  driven  vehicles,  or  the  experience  of  such  person 
or  persons  as  he  may  intend  to  drive  such  vehicle.  It  shall  further  state 
the  make,  year,  model  and  the  number  of  the  vehicle  to  be  used,  the  seat- 
ing capacity  and  the  registration  nnmber  thereof,  the  points  between 
which  the  applicant  is  to  operate,  and  the  names  of  three  citizens  of  the 
town  as  references.  The  statements  made  in  the  application  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  a  person  having  authority  to  admisister  oaths,  and  if  the 
applicant  for  a  license  is  a  corporation,  it  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  in 
its  behalf  by  the  president  or  treasurer  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  Every  motor  vehicle  licensed  under  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  have  the  license  number  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  vehicle,  and 
there  shall  be  displayed  at  all  times  on  said  vehicle  the  license  issued 
hereunder.  There  shall  also  be  displayed  on  said  vehicle  a  sign  indicat- 
ing the  route  and  the  fare  charged. 

Sect.  5.  The  part  of  motor  vehicles  licensed  hereunder,  reserved  for 
passengers,  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  so  as  to  insure  the  safety  of  pas- 
sengers in  entering  and  leaving  the  same  and  while  riding  thereon. 

Sect.  6.  Before  said  license  is  granted,  the  vehicle  described  in  said 
application  shall  be  inspected  by  some  qualified  person  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  until  a  report  in 
writing  is  submitted  by  him  to  said  Board  as  to  strength,  seating  capacity 
and  equipment  of  said  vehicle.  Said  vehicle,  after  said  license  has  been 
granted,  shall  be  inspected  semi-annually,  or  as  often  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  by  a  competent  person  designated  as  aforesaid,  and  a  report 
from  him  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  said  vehicle  is,  in  his  opinion, 
unsafe,  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  result  in  the  suspension  of 
said  license  until  such  time  as  said  vehicle  shall  be  rendered  safe  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers.  Nothing,  however,  in  this  section  shall 
render  the  town  liable  by  reason  of  any  such  inspection,  nor  shall  such 
inspection  decrease  liability  of  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  for  any  acci- 
dent caused  by  defective  construction,  mechanical  defects  or  lack  of  repair 
in  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  No  license  issued  hereunder  shall  become  operative  until  the 
licensee  therein  named  shall  have  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  with  sureties,  condi- 
tioned as  provided  in  Chapter  293  of  the  Acts  of  1916,  or  other  security 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  approved  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer;  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  revoke  any  license  unless  such 
bond  or  other  security  has  been  deposited  as  herein  before  provided,  within 
forty-eight  hours  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  license,  provided,  how- 
ever, than  no  such  bond  or  other  security  shall  be  required  if  the  licensee 
shall  have  deposited  a  bond  or  other  security  in  any  other  city  or  town 
in  which  he  or  it  has  taken  out  a  license  under  the  provisions  of 
said  Chapter ;  and  if  he  or  it  files  with  the  Town  Treasurer  a  certificate 
from  the  City  or  Town  Clerk  in  which  said  motor  vehicle  is  licensed, 
setting  forth  that  said  licensee  has  filed  in  said  city  or  town  a  bond 
which  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  293  of  the  Acts  of 
1916,  and  providing  further  that  said  bond  is  not  for  a  less  sum  than  is 
required  by  this  Section. 

Nothing,  however,  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  imposing  any 
liability  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  upon  members  of  the  Board  of 
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Selectmen  or  upon  the  Town  Treasurer  by  reason  of  the  approval  of  such 
bond  'or  other  security. 

Sect.  8.  Licensees  shall  immediately  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  any  accident  in  which  any  motor  vehicle  covered  by  a  license 
issued  hereunder  is  involved. 

Sect.  9.  No  license  issued  hereunder  shall  be  transferable  or  appli- 
cable to  any  other  vehicle  than  to  the  one  specified  therein,  nor  shall  any 
change  be  made  in  the  termini  specified  in  said  license;  provided,  how- 
ever, that,  upon  application  by  the  licensee  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
permit  the  substitution  of  a  motor  vehicle  for  the  one  specified  in  said 
license  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  this  By-Law, 
or  may  change  the  termini  stated  therein  upon  the  payment  of  an 
additional  fee  of  one  ($1)  dollar. 

Sect.  10.  Each  licensee  shall,  before  receiving  a  license,  pay  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  a  fee  of  fifteen  ($15)  dollars  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
motor  vehicle  is  less  than  eight  passengers,  and  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars 
if  the  seating  capacity  is  more  than  eight  passengers. 

Sect.  ii.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceeding 
sections  shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty 
($20)  dollars. 

Voted,  Article  4.  To  accept  the  report  and  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Finance  Committee  indefinitely  postponing  the  matter  regarding 
telephones  for  town  officials. 

Voted,  Article  5.  To  accept  the  report  and  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Finance  Committee  appropriating  $200  for  the  purchase  from  the 
City  of  Lynn  of  plans  and  data  relating  to  Swampscott  now  in  possession 
of  the  City  of  Lynn  compiled  by  the  late  Charles  W.  Gay. 

Voted,  Article  6.  To  accept  the  report  and  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Finance  Committee  authorizing  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  sell 
the  curbing  formerly  around  the  Monument  plot. 

Voted,  Article  7.  To  accept  the  report  and  adopt  the  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Committee  as  follows  : 

That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  sewer,  as  provided  in  Article  2, 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $7,500  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said 
notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of 
Chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  note,  or  at 
such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
may  determine.  (Unanimous.)

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  Articles  in  the 
Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Heeting  called  for 
July  19,  1918. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

The  Finance  Committee  has  considered  the  articles  in  the  Warrant  and 
begs  to  submit  herewith  its  report. 

Article  1.  The  Finance  Committee  has  repeatedly  and  emphatically 
stated  objections  to  the  presentation  at  special  meetings  of  requests  for 
appropriations.  Its  views  on  this  subject  and  the  reasons  therefor  are 
too  well  known  to  require  repetition.  It  calls  attention  to  them  at  this 
time  only  to  dispel  any  misconception  of  the  grounds  for  the  recommend- 
ation which  follows. 

In  spite  of  the  sudden  and  almost  suspicions  unanimity  with  which  the 
town's  employees — whose  numbers  are  more  than  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
quorum  at  Town  Meeting  and  who  at  this  season  of  the  year  are  reason- 
ably certain  of  being  in  the  majority — have  made  their  application  for 
increases  in  pay,  the  Finance  Committee  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  present  and  prospective  high  cost  of  the  necessities  of  life  constitutes 
a  real  emergency  requiring  it  to  make  an  exception  to  its  rule.  We 
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accordingly  recommend  the  following  increase  in  pay  to  take  effect  as  of 
July  1 1  1918,  and  to  continue  during  the  present  emergency  and  until 
further  action  by  the  town  : —

The  foregoing  appropriation  if  made  will  increase  the  Tax  Rate  about 
38  cents  a  thousand. 

Art.  2.  The  contract  between  the  town  and  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Company  for  street  lighting  expired  July  nth.  Negotiations  have 
been  made  between  the  representatives  of  the  Company  and  the  Select- 
men for  renewal  of  the  contract.  These  negotiations  have  resulted  in  a 
tentative  agreement  for  a  renewal  for  the  period  of  two  years  at  an 
increase  of  12k  per  cent,  on  the  present  charge  for  arc  lights  and  of  10 
per  cent,  on  the  present  price  for  incandescent  lamps,  with  a  provision  for 
an  increase  or  decrease  in  the  rate  based  upon  variations  in  the  price  of 
coal  from  an  established  standard  of  $8.50  a  ton.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men are  in  favor  of  accepting  a  contract  on  substantially  the  terms  of  the 
previous  contract,  modified  as  above  stated.  We  recommend  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Lynn 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  town  for  a 
period  of  one,  two  or  more  years  on  substantially  the  terms  of  the 
previous  contract,  as  modified  in  the  foregoing. 

In  order  to  meet  the  increased  charges  under  the  proposed  new  contract 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  at  the  present  price  of  coal  it  is  estimated  that 
substantially  the  sum  of  $1,300  will  be  needed.  In  addition  thereto  an 
appropriation  should  be  made  to  cover  possible  adjustments  due  to 
increase  in  the  price  of  coal.  For  these  purposes  we  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $1,500.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1 
to  June  30,  1918,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon  : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  were 
examined  and  checked,  and  cash  on  hand  was  verified.  The  surety  bonds 
given  by  the  several  department  officials  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined,  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Statements  relative  to  certain  of  the  departments  examined  follow  : 

Accounting  Department :  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  and  payments  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  warrants  and  returns  from  the  several 
departments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  town,  as  shown  by  the  ledger,  were 
checked  with  the  attested  copy  furnished  by  the  town  clerk. 

The  cash  book  entries  were  checked  to  the  ledger,  the  ledger  was  footed, 
and  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  proving  the  same  to  be  in  balance. 

The  classification  book  was  inspected  and  all  items  of  receipt  and  pay- 
ment were  entered  up  to  the  date  of  examination. 

The  work  in  this  office  reflects  credit  on  the  accountant;  the  accounts 
are  kept  up  to  date,  and  entries  are  made  in  a  clear  and  painstaking 
manner. 

Treasurer's  Department:  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer's 
office  were  examined.    The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash  balance 
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compared  with  the  bank  balances  as  shown  by  the  check  book.  The 
bank  balances  were  proved  and  reconciled  with  the  bank  statements. 

The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  departmental  returns  to 
the  town  accountant,  and  with  the  accountant's  books.  The  disburse- 
ments were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants,  and  with  the  account- 
ant's books.  The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  checked  with  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

All  receipts  are  deposited  in  the  bank  and  all  payments  are  made  by 
check.  The  books  have  been  well  kept  and  financial  transactions  are 
easily  verified. 

Collector's  Department :  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector 
were  examined.  Outstanding  taxes  and  assessments  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  reported  receipts  were  checked  to  the  commitment  book,  and  the 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  notices  to  the  accountant. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  one  hundred  taxpayers,  selected  at 
random,  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books,  and  enough  replies  were 
received  to  prove  the  accounts  correct. 

Water  and  Sewer  Department :  The  commitment  book  was  footed, 
and  outstanding  accounts  were  listed.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's 
and  accountant's  books.  The  abatements  were  checked  to  the  commit- 
ment book  and  compared  with  the  notices  to  the  accountant. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk,  janitor  of  the  town  hall,  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  board  of  health  were  also  examined  and 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  and  accountant's  books.  All  differences  in 
receipts  and  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  represented  by  cash  on  hand. 

The  securities  of-the  several  funds  were  not  audited  at  this  time,  but 
will  be  reported  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  cash,  a  summary  of  the  tax,  assessment,  and  water  accounts, 
and  a  balance  sheet  as  of  June  30,  1918. 

The  town  officials  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  making  the  audit  by 
furnishing  me  with  all  books  and  papers  needed,  for  which  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

No  department  of  municipal  service  has  felt  the  strain  imposed  by  war 
more  than  the  schools.  In  many  communities,  particularly  in  the  rural 
districts  of  the  west,  the  demands  of  the  government  practically  crippled 
the  schools,  the  teachers  leaving  in  droves  to  take  up  the  more  lucrative 
employment  offered  in  the  federal  service  and  for  which  they  were  par- 
ticularly well  equipped.  Fortunately  Swampscott  did  not  suffer  in  the 
degree  that  many  other  towns  in  Massachusetts  did.  A  number  of 
teachers  left  to  take  up  war  work  or  employment  related  to  it,  but  the 
vacancies  thus  caused  were  satisfactorily  filled  and  the  work  proceeded 
without  interruption.  It  is  a  commentary  on  the  loyalty  of  the  teachers 
of  Swampscott  that  many  of  them  refused  to  accept,  on  the  ground  that 
their  employment  here  furnished  motives  as  high  in  aspiration  to  serve 
their  country  as  any  employment  in  the  various  industries  connected  with 
the  promotion  of  the  war. 

The  teachers  who  have  thus  faithfully  and  industriously  held  to  their 
posts  at  a  considerable  personal  sacrifice  are  worthy  of  more  than  passing 
recognition.  They  have  seen  the  cost  of  living  advance  step  by  step  until 
it  is  now  all  out  of  proportion  to  their  incomes.  They  have  seen  wage 
earners  in  the  industries  increasing  their  earnings  to  a  point  far  beyond 
what  they  receive.  They  have  continued  their  work  cheerfully  and 
uncomplainingly,  while  common  laborers  have  demanded  and  received  a 
greater  remuneration  for  their  services  than  the  trained  and  educated 
instructors  of  their  children.  In  fact,  the  time  has  come,  not  only  in 
Swampscott  but  all  over  the  country,  when  a  larger  appreciation  must  be 
given  to  the  tireless,  patient  and  efficient  group  of  workers  who  comprise 
the  teaching  staffs  of  our  public  schools.  Their  services  must  be  placed 
on  a  plane  of  valuation  that  will  enable  them  to  pursue  their  work  without 
the  embarrassments  that  accompany  poorly  paid  service.  Your  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommends  an  advance  of  $100  a  year  to  the  teachers  in 
the  Swampscott  schools,  not  in  the  belief  that  this  will  meet  a  full  valua- 
tion of  their  services,  but  as  a  step  toward  raising  their  recompense  to  a 
plane  at  least  a  little  above  that  of  workers  who  have  entered  their  various 
occupations  without  any  of  the  preliminary  training  required  of  school 
teachers.  Unless  there  is  a  general  movement  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
teachers  there  will  be  a  gradual  exodus  from  the  profession,  while  pro- 
spective recruits  will  hesitate  before  entering  a  work  that  promises  so 
little  remuneration. 

Owing  to  the  exigencies  of  the  war  and  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the 
various  materials  necessary  to  new  building,  your  Committee  omitted  the 
subject  of  a  new  school  building  for  the  Machon  district  in  its  recom- 
mendations of  last  year.    Though  the  present  building  is  inadequate  to 
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properly  house  the  children  of  the  territory,  and  at  one  time  was  practi- 
cally condemned  by  agents  of  the  State,  it  has  served  to  postpone  the  just 
demands  of  the  people  whose  children  it  houses  through  the  agency  of 
certain  changes  and  alterations  which  have  been  made  from  time  to  time. 
The  limit  to  these  possibilities  has  been  now  reached,  and  something  must 
be  done  if  the  children  of  this  district  are  to  have  equal  facilities  with 
those  of  other  parts  of  the  town. 

National  and  State  authorities  are  urging  municipalities  to  initiate 
public  building  at  this  time.  There  never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history 
of  the  country  when  a  greater  demand  has  been  made  for  the  employment 
of  labor.  The  stability  of  the  labor  situation  in  the  United  States  depends 
largely  upon  the  activity  with  which  cities  and  towns  take  up  public 
works.  It  therefore  would  seem  to  be  a  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to 
recommend  that  the  town  take  the  necessary  steps  to  abandon  the  present 
inadequate  structure  and  erect  a  new  and  more  commodious  building  upon 
some  site  to  be  selected.  The  town  is  already  in  possession  of  full  plans 
and  specifications  which  are  available  for  its  use  in  the  event  of  their 
approval. 

Though  the  town  may  not  deem  it  advisable  to  initiate  further  school- 
house  building  at  this  time,  the  Palmer  School  situation  furnishes  food 
for  contemplation.  Ultimately  a  school  building  in  this  district  must  take 
care  of  its  children  until  they  have  reached  the  junior  high  school.  At 
present  it  is  caring  for  only  the  first  five  grades.  The  portable  school- 
house  which  the  town  purchased  in  1917  is  doing  admirable  service  and 
is  furnishing  a  well-ventilated,  well-heated  schoolroom  for  the  pupils  who 
use  it.  But  at  best  it  is  only  a  makeshift  proposition  and  should  be  done 
away  with  as  soon  as  the  town  can  see  its  way  clear  to  raise  the  present 
Palmer  school  building  and  introduce  two  or  three  new  rooms. 

The  Hadley  school  building  continues  to  fulfill  its  every  expectation, 
and  again  and  again  emphasized  the  advisability  of  building  for  the  future. 
Had  this  been  a  smaller  structure  an  almost  chaotic  state  of  affairs  would 
have  been  brought  into  existence  with  the  opening  of  the  war,  and  the 
government  orders  to  suspend  all  new  school  building  until  further  notice. 
It  has  been  the  asylum  to  which  the  committee  has  invariably  turned  when 
congested  conditions  in  other  districts  have  forced  emergency  action  in 
caring  for  the  crowded-out  pupils.  Further  than  this  the  building  has 
furnished  an  example  of  economical  administration  without  a  superior  in 
the  state. 

Your  committee,  through  the  efficient  cooperation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  schools,  with  whom  the  teachers  and  janitors  have  loyally  worked, 
succeeded  in  closing  the  year  well  within  the  appropriation  granted  by 
the  town,  though  the  cost  of  many  materials  was  greatly  advanced  during 
the  year.  By  the  practice  of  the  greatest  economy,  however,  in  which  the 
the  teachers  and  pupils  cooperated,  the  use  and  consumption  of  supplies 
was  kept  at  a  minimum,  and  it  may  be  said  that  nothing  which  could  be 
put  to  a  further  use  was  wasted. 

During  the  winter  of  1917-18  many  schools  were  closed  for  long  periods 
because  of  a  shortage  of  coal.  The  Swampscott  schools,  however,  were 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  get  a  sufficient  supply  to  maintain  their  schedule 
and  lost  no  time  because  of  this  exigency.  The  schools  were  closed  for 
several  weeks  last  fall  by  advice  of  the  Board  of  Health.  It  is  doubtful  if 
the  time  lost  under  conditions  like  this  is  ever  made  up.    The  breaking 
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up  of  the  regular  schedule  is  a  misfortune  and  has  a  strong  tendency  to 
upset  the  entire  school  life  of  the  pupils.  Juvenile  delinquency  has  been 
notably  increased  in  many  communities  through  these  unexpected  and 
prolonged  interruptions  in  the  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  are  over 
for  the  present,  and  that  the  schools  may  find  nothing  more  in  the  way 
of  a  proper  fulfilment  of  their  functions. 

The  war  has  given  this  country  many  lessons,  not  a  few  of  which  relate 
to  its  educational  system.  But  the  majority  of  them  must  of  necessity  be 
taken  up  in  conjunction  with  other  municipalities  and  are,  therefore, 
largely  subjects  for  initial  consideration  by  state  authorities.  Your  com- 
mittee is  giving  several  of  these  its  serious  attention  and  hopes  to  develop 
lines  of  work  which  will  overcome  various  shortcomings  which  the  war 
has  pointed  out.  One  of  these  is  the  desirability  of  better  physical  edu- 
cation, instruction  and  effort  along  lines  that  will  tend  to  make  the  boys 
better  and  stronger  men  and  give  to  the  girls  a  well-rounded  womanhood. 
There  is  much  to  be  done,  but  problems  of  the  character  raised  need  time 
and  study  for  proper  and  adequate  solution. 

Your  committee  has  been  fortunate  in  having  the  cooperation  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town  in  its  work.  Though  necessarily  a  year  of  more  or 
less  hardship,  a  year  in  which  it  has  been  difficult  to  secure  the  results 
desired,  the  work  has  progressed  without  the  slightest  friction  in  any 
quarter.  It  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  the  committee  to  impartially 
conduct  the  affairs  of  the  schools,  and  it  feels  that  this  has  been  accom- 
plished. Certainly  no  problem  has  arisen  in  which  it  has  sought  to  do 
otherwise  than  solve  it  in  the  best  interests  of  the  children  at  large.  It 
takes  pride  in  the  school  system  of  the  town  and  believes  that  it  ranks 
with  the  best.  Its  efforts  have  been  in  the  direction  of  progress  and 
improvement,  and  it  purposes  to  continue  that  policy  in  the  year  to  come. 

It  has  annually  been  a  custom  of  your  committee  to  urge  the  parents  of 
the  children  to  visit  the  schools.  It  reiterates  the  plea  this  year.  There 
is  nothing  that  will  bring  the  schools  closer  to  the  people,  nothing  that 
will  give  them  such  an  insight  as  to  what  is  being  done  for  the  education 
of  their  children,  nothing  that  will  operate  to  bring  the  parent  and  teacher 
into  closer  bonds  of  sympathy,  than  personal  visits  to  the  schoolroom. 
The  parents  are  always  welcome,  and  your  committee  trusts  that  the  com- 
ing year  may  be  notable  for  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  visitations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

Gentlemen, — In  addressing  myself  to  you  in  my  report  a  year  ago,  I 
ventured  to  sound  a  warning  voiced  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of 
Massachusetts  that  the  citizens  should  not  curtail  on  education  in  war 
times,  but  should  look,  through  their  schools,  toward  greater  individual 
and  national  efficiency.  In  the  year  that  has  passed  education  has  come 
to  the  fore  in  so  many  forms  and  through  so  many  channels  that  it  hardly 
seems  necessary  to  urge  that  due  attention  be  given  thereto.  Every  pro- 
fessional man,  every  industrial  or  mercantile  executive,  in  fact  every 
reader  of  the  daily  or  magazine  press,  is  familiar  with  the  stress  laid  upon 
suitable  training,  by  every  branch  of  the  government  which  has  been  a 
factor  in  carrying  the  nation  through  these  perilous  days. 

From  the  Department  of  the  selective  draft  comes  the  revelation  of  the 
unfit  physical  condition  of  too  large  a  number  of  America's  young  men. 
Herein  comes  the  urgent  call  for  proper  Physical  Education  for  all  of 
America's  children.  From  those  agencies  which  have  been  concerned 
with  speeding  up  production  comes  the  disclosure  that  the  country  is 
lamentably  weak  in  the  quantity  of  its  trained  and  skilled  workers.  Then, 
from  those  branches  of  the  Government  which  are  concerned  with  the 
social  and  political  aspects  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  from  the  selective 
draft,  comes  the  insistent  call  that  all  within  our  borders  be  American- 
ized,—  that  all  our  people  be  citizens,  and  that  they  use  our  English 
language  so  that  our  efficiency  may  be  increased  and  so  that  we  may  be 
protected  from  the  insidious  propaganda  that  assails  us  too  often  through 
an  alien  tongue. 

In  this  report  I  shall  consider, — 

First :  The  relation  of  our  schools  to  three  forms  of  education 
which  our  recent  national  experience  has  emphasized  :  Physical 
Education,  Vocational  Education  and  Americanization;  and 

Second :  Several  local  problems  which  the  administration  of 
our  own  schools  brings  particularly  to  the  front  this  year.  They 
are  :  The  Junior  High  School,  School  Accommodations,  Hours 
of  Session,  Costs,  and  Salaries  of  Teachers. 

Physical  Education. 

In  the  first  place,  Physical  Education  does  not  mean  organized  compet- 
itive athletics  or  inter-school  contests.  These  are  merely  a  part  of  such 
training  and  at  best  provide  benefits  for  comparatively  few  pupils.  The 
training  that  is  implied  by  a  system  of  Physical  Education  should  be 
available  for  all  pupils,  boys  and  girls,  of  all  ages,  and  in  such  form  as 
may  be  best  suited  to  individual  physical  differences. 

Practically  the  only  kind  of  training  of  this  type  that  we  have  had  in  our 
schools  has  been  in  athletics.  This,  as  pointed  out  above,  has  benefited 
but  few  pupils.    We  have  made  some  attempt  in  the  High  School  to  have 
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regular  gymnasium  work  for  the  boys,  but  this  has  too  often  developed 
into  auxiliary  practice  in  certain  forms  of  athletics.  Possibly  one  reason 
for  the  lack  of  general  development  has  been  the  lack  of  drill  equipment 
in  the  gymnasium. 

This  work  has  been  provided  for  a  small  group,  the  High  School  boys. 
For  a  few  girls  in  the  High  School  we  have  provided  an  instructor  in 
basketball.  The  number  profiting  by  both  of  these  activities  is  less  than 
10  per  cent,  of  our  school  population. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  our  not  providing  proper  physical  train- 
ing for  all  pupils,  and  national  object  lessons  of  the  last  year  are  surely  of 
themselves  sufficiently  pointed  to  demonstrate  its  necessity.  Accordingly, 
I  recommend  this  step  for  our  own  schools  :    That  in  Septem- 
ber, 1919,  we  employ  a  woman  teacher  for  Physical  Training  and 
that  she  shall  be  instructor  of  organized  gymnasium  work  for 
the  girls  of  the  High  School,  and  that  she  shall  institute  a  sys- 
tem of  physical  training  for  the  Elementary  schools  and  supervise 
the  class  room  teachers  in  the  teaching  of  the  same.    In  addition 
to  this  I  recommend   that    whenever    possible   we  purchase 
necessary  gymnasium  equipment  for  use  in  the  High  School. 
This  extension  of  our  work,  together  with  the  continuance  of  our 
present  supervision  of  the  High  School  gymnasium  and  athletics  for 
boys,  will  constitute  an  important  and  justifiable  step  in  giving  our  chil- 
dren a  better  preparation  for  participation  in  the  duties  of  an  efficient  as 
well  as  an  intelligent  citizenship. 

Vocational  Education. 

In  some  manner  or  other  in  the  past  few  years,  Vocational  Education 
has  seemed  to  connote  Industrial  Education.  But  it  must  not  be  taken  in 
such  a  limited  meaning.  Vocational  Education  is  any  form  of  educational 
training  which  trains  for  a  career.  There  are  industrial  careers,  of 
course,  but  there  are  also  professional,  artistic  and  commercial  careers. 
All  these  forms  must  be  considered  in  vocational  training.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  equally  important  not  to  exclude  industrial  careers  from  con- 
sideration. During  the  last  two  years  a  great  many  boards  have  been 
instituted  by  the  United  States  Government  to  facilitate  our  task  of 
winning  the  war.  Their  experience  in  trying  to  get  suitable  laborers  and 
technically  trained  men  for  all  sorts  of  positions  caused  a  great  agitation 
for  a  change  in  educational  methods  in  this  country.  That  this  agitation 
has  come  does  not  mean  that  the  problem  is  thereby  settled  nor  does  it 
indicate  the  exact  direction  that  progress  must  take.  The  educators  in 
this  country,  and  in  fact  all  over  the  world,  are  giving  unprecedented 
attention  to  the  problem  of  relating  the  schools  to  the  realities  of  national 
existence  and  national  efficiency. 

Accordingly,  my  purpose  in  this  portion  of  my  report  is  to  consider 
the  question  of  Vocational  Education  as  it  is  concerned  with  our  own 
schools  in  Swampscott.  There  is  no  solution  of  the  problem  in  sight 
either  this  year,  or  next  year,  or  the  year  after,  but  it  behooves  us  to 
consider  the  matter  carefully  and  to  be  conversant  with  what  progress  is 
being  made  in  this  direction  elsewhere,  so  that  we  may  make  progress  in 
our  own  schools  in  the  most  rational  way. 

Industrial  Education  first  became  a  living  matter  in  Massachusetts  in 
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1937.  Since  then  industrial  training  has  been  introduced  into  many 
schools.  Industrial  schools  themselves  have  been  established  in  some 
places.  The  result  of  this  has  been  that,  in  addition  to  the  academic  and 
commercial  training  already  given  in  the  schools,  the  first  elements  of 
industrial  training  also  appear.  The  intensity  of  this  latter  form  depends 
largely  upon  the  nature  of  the  community,  whether  it  be  industrial  or 
residential.  Our  own  community  happens  to  be  residential  and,  in  com- 
mon with  many  others  of  like  nature,  we  have  limited  ourselves  to 
academic  and  commercial  instruction.  In  addition  to  this,  we  have  some 
forms  of  general  Manual  Training,  but  this  can  be  considered  vocational 
in  only  a  broad  and  general  sense.  The  academic  instruction  which  we 
give  is  supposed  to  fit  for  college  or  other  higher  schools  of  training  in 
different  branches,  and  the  product  of  our  commercial  courses  are  pre- 
pared to  undertake  general  office  work. 

If  the  instruction  that  we  give  in  our  schools  is  adequate  in  training  for 
participation  in  life,  we  must  be  acting  on  the  hypothesis  that  the  great 
majority  of  our  children  either  continue  their  educatien  in  higher  schools 
of  learning,  or  enter  general  clerical  work.  But  in  actual  fact  this  does 
not  turn  out  to  be  the  case.  Not  more  than  20  percent,  of  our  pupils  each 
year  continue  their  education  in  higher  institutions.  Possibly  another  30 
per  cent,  go  into  commercial  positions.  In  other  words,  then,  50  per  cent, 
of  our  pupils  who  continue  their  way  beyond  the  common  schools  benefit 
only  in  the  meager  way  which  some  people  designate  as  cultural.  When 
these  pupils  graduate  from  High  School,  or  leave  before  they  have  finished 
their  course,  they  find  that  they  want  to  do  something  definite,  and  sooner 
or  later  they  take  up  some  definite  career. 

The  problem  for  us  then  is  :  How  can  we  make  our  training  in  the 
schools  more  contributory  to  these  50  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  who  have  had 
no  definite  training  directed  toward  the  work  which  they  are  going  to  do? 
As  I  said  before,  the  solution  is  not  at  hand  but  we  should  give  attention 
to  the  matter  at  least  to  the  extent  that  we  all  be  conversant  with  what  is 
being  done  in  other  communities  where  experiments  in  this  field  are 
being  worked  out.  It  is  always  hard  to  break  away  from  traditional 
practice  and  it  is  just  as  well  that  it  is  so.  But  I  believe  that  within  the 
next  five  years  we  shall  see  our  way  clear  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
education  for  all  the  types  of  children  in  our  schools. 

I  might  go  on  to  suggest  the  way  in  which  I  think  that  these  changes 
are  to  have  their  initial  step.  I  believe  that  as  soon  as  a  child  has  finished 
the  fundamental  common  education,  that  is,  the  training  of  the  first  six 
grades,  we  are  going  to  give  attention  first  of  all  to  careers,  whether  they 
be  professional,  artistic,  industrial  or  commercial.  When  we  discover 
just  what  the  groups  of  careers  are  which  pupils  of  our  community  enter, 
then  our  task  in  the  Junior  High  School,  as  well  as  in  the  Senior  High 
School,  is  to  set  these  careers  before  the  pupils  in  such  a  way  that  they 
will  be  able  to  choose  at  a  much  earlier  date  than  they  now  do.  Then 
when  the  pupil  has  his  career  in  mind  he  has  a  motive,  and  no  one  can 
gainsay  that  the  motive  is  the  mainspring  of  human  endeavor.  Every 
parent  is  familiar  with  what  children  will  do  when  they  have  a  strong 
motive.  Every  professional  or  business  man,  and  every  successful  or 
ambitious  professional  or  business  man  knows  how  hard  he  will  work 
and  what  tasks  he  can  accomplish  when  he  has  a  strong  motive.    So  also 
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every  teacher  realizes  what  good  work  a  pupil  will  do  when  he  happens 
to  have  a  sufficiently  clear  and  strong  motive  in  his  own  mind. 

In  this  connection  I  want  to  quote  an  illustration  which  was  given  by 
a  Professor  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps  at  Harvard.  He  was 
teaching  a  group  of  prospective  officers  advanced  French.  They  saw  o 
what  great  value  this  study  would  be  to  them  "over  seas,"  and  how 
they  could  doubtless  progress  much  more  rapidly  than  those  who  did  not 
have  this  training.  They  all  worked  hard  and  came  to  their  classes 
thoroughly  prepared  and  punctual  in  attendance.  The  day  after  the 
armistice  was  signed  the  attendance  began  to  drop  off.  It  dropped  off 
until  only  about  half  the  class  came,  irregularly,  and  those  who  did  come 
often  came  with  their  lessons  poorly  prepared  or  not  prepared  at  all. 
The  motive  for  their  good  work  had  been  the  definite  use  of  French  in 
their  careers.  When  the  career  lost  its  possibilities,  or  rather  lost  its  very 
existence,  then  the  motive  ceased  to  exist  and  the  good  work  vanished 
with  it. 

In  concluding  this  consideration,  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the 
cultural  element  in  the  Art  of  Sciences  will  disappear  by  placing  careers 
before  the  love  of  the  pursuit  of  learning  for  its  own  sake.  The  amount 
of  culture  that  comes  from  the  study  of  any  subject  comes  from  the 
interest  in  that  subject  and  the  intensity  with  which  it  is  undertaken.  If 
both  interest  and  intensity  are  increased  by  holding  the  career  in  the  fore- 
ground, then  the  cultural  element  does  not  disappear,  but  becomes  of 
much  greater  value. 

Americanization. 

One  of  the  things  that  we  have  learned  from  the  great  war  is  that  a 
nation  must  be  solidified  socially  if  it  is  to  meet  successfully  any  great 
issue.  In  the  case  of  Russia  and  other  foreign  countries,  we  have  glaring 
examples  of  the  disaster  that  comes  when  a  nation  is  not  so  united.  A 
nation  becomes  strong  in  this  particular  only  through  its  national  thought 
and  national  ideals.  For  America  to  reach  this  position  American 
thoughts  and  American  ideals  must  be  shared  by  all  the  people.  And  the 
only  way  to  secure  this  is  through  the  English  language.  This  doctrine 
has  been  accepted  so  thoroughly  in  this  country  that  in  many  communi- 
ties they  have  campaigns,  the  object  of  which  is  to  have  every  one  know 
the  English  language  or  everyone  an  American  citizen,  before  a  certain 
given  date. 

I  grant  that  this  problem  may  not  be  so  important  in  Swampscott  as  it 
is  in  some  of  the  industrial  centers,  but  nevertheless  it  is  a  national 
movement  for  the  good  of  our  country.  And  Swampscott  must  have  a 
place  on  the  map  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  activities  of  a  like  nature. 
Within  the  last  month  the  state  has  given  me  these  figures.  There  are 
88  illiterate  people  in  Swampscott  over  ten  years  of  age.  This  is  not  a 
great  problem  to  handle,  but  it  is  not  so  small  as  to  justify  its  being 
overlooked.  I  trust  that  before  the  year  is  over  you  will  be  able  to  make 
an  attempt  to  enroll  these  illiterate  foreigners  in  evening  classes,  with  the 
object  of  teaching  them  the  English  language  and  thus  American  thoughts 
and  American  ideals.  Such  a  work  would  not  only  be  patriotic  in  the 
national  sense,  but  it  would  be  contributing  to  the  good  of  our  own  town  ; 
for  where  the  whole  is  benefited  the  parts  also  must  derive  some  gain. 
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As  indicated  in  my  introductory  paragraph,  there  are  certain  local 
problems  in  our  own  schools  upon  which  progress  is  to  be  reported  or 
upon  which  definite  recommendations  must  be  made. 

Junior  High  School. 

In  my  last  report  I  explained  fully  the  idea  and  also  the  manner  in 
which  we  were  attempting  to  work  it  out  in  Swampscott.  I  also  made 
certain  recommendations  for  the  year  which  happily  have  been  carried 
out  almost  to  the  letter. 

By  the  transfer  of  the  Manual  Training  equipment  from  the  High 
School  building  to  the  Hadley  School  building,  where  the  Junior  High 
School  is  located,  much  more  work  in  this  branch  has  been  offered  to 
boys  of  the  type  that  would  probably  leave  school  before  finishing  the 
High  School  course.  The  work  in  Manual  Training  now  varies  from 
two  hours  a  week  to  six  hours  a  week.  The  same  holds  true  of  Domestic 
Arts.  Some  pupils  are  taking  it  two  hours  a  week  and  some  pupils  are 
taking  it  six  hours  a  week.  Those  who  follow  this  course  for  the  longer 
period  not  only  have  cooking  but  also  sewing,  dressmaking,  some  milli- 
nery and  certain  elements  of  housekeeping.  Both  of  these  studies  are 
elective,  and  the  intention  is  to  offer  them  to  pupils  who  will  most  benefit 
by  such  training.  The  study  of  a  foreign  language  has  also  been  allowed 
in  each  year  of  the  Junior  High  School.  Pupils  who  would  appear  to 
benefit  thereby  are  allowed  to  take  it.  This  work  has  met  with  great 
success. 

I  give  below  the  present  program  of  studies  for  the  Junior  High  School, 
because  it  indicates  what  a  great  latitude  is  allowed  pupils  of  various 
types.  It  takes  into  account  individual  differences,  both  in  ability  and  in 
probable  careers,  and  as  such  is  a  proper  development  in  giving  the  right 
kind  of  training  to  our  pupils. 

Swampscott  Junior  High  School. 

Program  of  Studies  1918-1919. 

Subjects  that  are  set  down  as  Required  must  be  taken  by  all  students. 
Those  that  are  set  down  as  Elective  are  to  be  taken  by  such  students  as 
may  desire  to  take  them. 

For  each  class  the  number  of  points  required  and  the  maximum  number 
of  points  allowed  are  set  down.

Twenty-two  points  are  required  in  this  class  and  a  maximum  of  27 
points  allowed. 

The  French  course  given  in  this  class  is  continued  from  Class  2  and 
can  not  be  taken  unless  pupils  have  previously  had  French. 

In  Household  Arts  or  Manual  Training,  pupils  may  take  either  two 
periods  a  week  or  six  periods  a  week.  The  six  period  a  week  course  in 
Household  Arts  is  particularly  valuable  and  includes  Cooking,  Dietetics, 
Dressmaking,  Millinery  and  House  Furnishing. 

School  Accommodations 

When  I  discussed  school  accommodations  a  year  ago,  my  object  was, 
in  view  of  the  lack  of  the  possibility  for  a  new  building,  to  make  plans  to 
accommodate  what  was  to  be  a  crowded  first  grade  situation  in  our 
schools.  Such  a  course  was  the  only  way  to  get  along  without  additional 
quarters  last  fall.  As  you  remember,  the  entrance  age  was  raised  from 
5  years  to  54  years.    By  doing  this  we  were  able  to  get  along  last  fall. 
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Notwithstanding,  the  figures  for  the  first  grade  enrollment  in  December 
were  as  follows  : 

Hadley,  First  Grade  .       .              .  45 

Clarke,  First  Grade  ....  48 

Machon,  First  Grade  ....  43 

Palmer,  First  Grade  ....  32 

(In  the  Palmer  School  the  first  grade  is  also  in  with  a  portion  of  the 
second  grade,  making  a  total  in  the  room  of  42  pupils). 

Thus,  in  spite  of  the  raising  of  the  entrance  age  by  a  few  months,  we 
still  have  overcrowded  conditions  in  the  first  grade.  This  fact  has 
important  bearing  on  the  consideration  of  school  accommodations.  Next 
year,  in  the  first  grade,  we  shall  have  our  usual  increase  plus  those  who 
are  kept  out  this  year  by  a  lack  of  a  few  months  in  their  age  for  entrance. 
It  would  not  be  advisable  to  raise  the  entrance  age  again  next  year,  because 
the  citizens  wish  to  have  their  children  in  school  at  a  reasonable  age. 
But  every  indication  which  we  can  use  to  form  judgment  in  this  matter 
points  to  a  further  overcrowding  of  first  grades  in  the  fall.  Unless  we 
further  increase  the  entrance  age,  we  shaU  have  extremely  crowded  condi- 
tions unless  we  provide  a  Portable  School  Building.  I  should  not  care  to 
go  on  record  in  recommending  such  a  building  even  as  a  make-shift.  In 
order  to  be  suitable,  a  portable  building  should  be  very  close  to  a  larger 
building.  On  the  Machon  lot  there  is  no  room  for  such  a  building  unless 
we  place  it  close  to  the  street.  This,  of  course,  would  be  highly  undesir- 
able. I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Committee  ask  the  town  to  take 
steps  toward  securing  a  suitable  building  in  the  Machon  district  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Another  reason  for  immediate  action  is  the  fact  that  at  the  Palmer  School 
in  another  year  or  two  the  town  will  be  asked  to  provide  further  building 
facilities.  At  the  present  time  that  building  provides  for  five  grades.  It 
is  now  well  filled.  In  fact,  it  is  filled  almost  to  the  limit.  The  fifth  grade 
at  the  Palmer  School  comes  to  the  Hadley  School  to  the  sixth  grade. 
There  is  but  one  sixth  grade  at  the  Hadley  School.  Next  year  will  find 
it  almost  impossible  to  provide  for  these  children.  This  means  that  as 
soon  as  possible  we  should  provide  for  six  grades  in  the  Palmer  district, 
and  in  order  to  do  this  the  growth  of  the  district  shows  that  we  must  have 
a  separate  room  for  each  grade.  At  the  present  time  at  the  Palmer  School, 
there  are  three  rooms  for  five  grades.  The  proposition  there,  when  it 
comes,  should  be  at  least  a  six  room  building  with  opportunity  for  enlarg- 
ing to  an  eight  room  building. 

Hours  of  Session. 

Last  year  at  the  time  of  the  coal  famine  we  put  our  schools  on  the  one 
session  plan.  This  was  done  in  order  to  save  fuel,  and  as  such  a  measure 
it  was  highly  successful.  It  must  be  remembered  that  when  this  change 
was  made  the  Committee  had  at  hand  a  formal  petition  from  most  of  the 
parents  in  one  school  district  to  put  the  schools  upon  a  one  session  basis. 
The  Committee  also  had  informal  requests  from  a  large  number  of  par- 
ents to  the  same  end.  Accordingly,  aside  from  the  question  of  coal 
shortage,  the  experiment  has  had  particular  interest.  At  first  the  hours 
of  all  the   grades  below  the  Junior  High  School  were  considerably  short 
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ened.  Later  in  the  year  when  the  children  became  accustomed  to  the 
new  hours,  they  were  somewhat  lengthened.  The  hours  under  the  pres- 
ent schedule  are  : 

First  and  Second  grade,  4  hours. 

Third  and  Fourth  grade,  4^  hours. 

Fifth  and  Sixth  and  the  Junior  High  School,  5  hours. 

I  know  that  the  plan  is  successful  from  an  educational  standpoint. 
The  school  physicians  have  reported  that  they  believe  that  the  new  plan 
has  been  conducive  to  better  health  among  the  children,  as  it  gives  them 
a  great  many  more  hours  of  afternoon  sunshine  for  play  and  exercise.  A 
large  number  of  parents,  too,  have  expressed  their  approval  as  to  the 
educational  and  physical  result  upon  their  children.  It  must  also  be  said 
that  there  are  some  parents  who  disapprove  of  the  present  schedule,  but 
it  must  be  stated  that  the  number  of  the  latter  is  very  small  when  com- 
pared with  those  who  have  expressed  their  approval.  I  accordingly 
recommend  that  the  present  schedule  be  continued. 

Costs. 

In  former  years  I  have  been  accustomed  to  give  a  table  showing  the 
comparative  cost  from  year  to  year  of  certain  units  in  educational  expense. 
Last  year  this  plan  was  somewhat  curtailed,  as  I  indicated  at  the  time,  by 
the  introduction  of  a  new  system  of  grading.  By  that  I  mean  that  the 
State  System  of  Accounting  provides  for  only  Elementary  units  and  High 
School  units.  In  Swampscott,  however,  we  have  an  Elementary  School 
of  six  years  and  our  High  School  is  divided  into  two  units  of  three  years 
each.  Accordingly,  no  comparison  is  possible,  since  the  only  other  data 
obtainable  applies  to  a  system  in  which  it  is  understood  that  there  are 
eight  grades  in  the  Elementary  School  and  four  in  the  High  School.  In 
this  connection  I  might  state  that  I  have  begun  a  system  of  accounting  in 
our  own  office,  which  by  another  year  should  be  productive  of  some 
definite  form  based  upon  our  own  organization.  Therefore  the  only 
items  which  have  value  now  are  those  related  to  total  amounts  both  for 
expense  and  for  membership.    They  are  :

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  both  in  salaries  and  in  material,  I  think 
that  we  might  point  to  this  slight  increase  with  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction 
in  the  business  administration  of  our  school  system. 

In  Appendix  D,  of  this  report,  as  in  former  years,  I  have  compared 
certain  data  of  the  Swampscott  Schools  with  those  of  a  number  of  other 
towns.  The  basis  of  selection  is  a  classification  made  by  the  State  a  few 
years  ago,  in  which  these  towns  were  grouped  as  being  similar  in  valua- 
tion, size  and  general  type.  The  item  to  which  I  call  your  particular 
attention  is  in  the  column  giving  the  per  capita  cost  of  education  in  these 
towns.  In  other  years  when  I  have  quoted  this  table,  Swampscott  has 
been  the  lowest  in  per  capita  costs.    This  year  it  is  next  to  the  lowest. 
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In  examining  the  figures  for  average  membership  last  year,  I  find  that  in 
Lexington  the  average  membership  increased  considerably,  while  in  all 
the  other  towns  except  one,  the  average  membership  decreased  on  account 
of  the  demand  for  young  workers.  I  include  in  this  table  this  year  a 
column  repeated  from  a  year  ago  giving  the  per  capita  cost  last  year.  A 
glance  at  this  latter  table  will  indicate  to  what  extent  the  per  capita  cost 
of  education  has  increased  in  the  whole  group.  In  comparing  these 
figures  with  the  figures  quoted  above,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
State  figures  are  for  the  school  year  ending  June,  1918,  while  the  figures 
in  the  above  statement  are  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 
If  the  comparison  were  made  with  last  year's  table  concerning  the  amount 
expended  for  school  purposes  on  each  $1,000  of  valuation,  a  great  increase 
would  be  noticed  in  all  towns.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  under  the  new 
State  system  of  taxation  a  great  deal  of  personal  property  was  taken  away 
from  all  towns  of  this  type.  This  places  their  respective  standings  higher 
in  the  scale. 

Teachers'  Salaries. 

About  two  years  ago  at  a  special  town  meeting,  the  salaries  of  all  school 
teachers  then  receiving  less  than  $1,000  were  raised  to  the  extent  of  $100 
each.  Since  that  time  no  further  general  raise  has  been  made  in  Swamp- 
scott.  During  the  same  period  there  has  been  a  general  raise  in  teachers' 
salaries  throughout  the  country.  In  fact  the  raise  has  been  so  general 
that  it  makes  Swampscott  a  less  desirable  place,  from  a  financial  stand- 
point, in  which  to  teach,  than  it  was  two  years  ago.  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  order  for  us  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  our  teaching 
force,  it  is  necessary  that  salaries  in  Swampscott  compare  favorably  with 
those  in  communities  which  might  be  apt  to  look  here  for  probable  candi- 
dates. It  should  hardly  be  necessary  at  this  time  to  reason  from  the 
standpoint  of  increased  cost  of  living  as  to  why  the  teachers'  salaries  should 
be  now  raised.  I  recommend  that  you  give  this  matter  your  careful 
attention  and  trust  that  you  will  feel  that  the  conditions  warrant  your 
asking  the  town  for  a  general  raise  to  take  effect  this  year.  In  order  to 
facilitate  any  action  that  you  may  wish  to  take,  I  have  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  teachers  who  have  made  inquiries  as  to  actual  facts  in  other 
communities.  The  information  that  they  have  received  is  at  your  service 
whenever  you  may  wish  to  use  it. 

Conclusion. 

In  the  days  that  are  before  us,  both  those  who  are  charged  with  the 
administration  of  our  schools,  and  those  who  instruct  our  children  in  the 
class-room,  must  not  only  attend  to  the  day's  work  faithfully  and  with 
due  energy,  but  they  must  also  have  vision  in  educational  matters.  In 
order  to  get  this  larger  view  of  our  problem,  it  is  necessary  for  us  all  to 
observe  carefully,  experiment  and  progress  in  our  profession.  To  this 
two-fold  task  I  pledge  myself  and  my  associates,  who  will  continue  to 
cooperate  most  loyally,  I  know.  And  the  task  will  be  a  joyous  one,  for 
at  the  center  of  our  endeavor  are  the  children  of  Swampscott  whom 
we  love.

Water  Department. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swamp scott  : 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  for  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

The  outside  work  of  the  department  has  been  very  limited  this  year, 
owing  to  war  conditions.  What  little  work  has  been  done,  has  been  paid 
for  from  the  emergency  fund.  No  bonds  have  been  issued,  and  with  the 
natural  increase  in  the  sinking  fund,  a  reduction  of  $11,456.28  in  the  net 
water  debt  has  resulted. 

The  balance  on  hand  in  the  emergency  fund  available  for  use  is  $3,909.46. 
There  is  also  a  balance  of  $994.65  for  laying  6-inch  main  in  Phillips 
Circle,  which  is  as  yet  an  uncompleted  street,  and  until  such  time  as  it  is 
completed  we  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  do  the  work. 

Owing  to  votes  of  the  town  in  the  last  two  years  the  receipts  of  the 
department  have  been  reduced  and  the  expenses  increased,  and  this  makes 
necessary  a  slight  increase  in  the  water  rates.  The  Board  has  voted  that 
excess  water  rates  from  January  1,  1919,  be  increased  from  25  to  30  cents 
per  100  feet.

The  eastern  trunk  sewer  has  been  completed  to  the  easterly  side  of 
Puritan  road,  which  is  as  far  as  is  possible  to  go  with  the  present  appro- 
priation.   There  is  a  balance  of  $1,187.55  available  for  use  in  continuing 
this  work  when  the  town  votes  to  build  another  section  of  this  sewer. 

The  two  sewers  in  Jessie  and  Roy  streets,  voted  for  by  the  town,  have 
been  completed,  the  cost  of  the  same  being  provided  for  from  unexpended 
balances  from  other  completed  work. 

The  Stacey  brook  work  being  done  by  Contractor  Lyons  under  direction 
of  this  Board  and  the  Ways  and  Drainage  Committee  of  Lynn,  has  been 
held  up  on  account  of  weather  conditions.

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Board  of  Assessors'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Board  of  Assessors  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1918. 

The  property  in  town  assessed  by  the  local  assessors  April  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  $13,730,332,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  (1917)  of 
$588,329. 

The  real  estate  valuation  April  1,  1918,  was  $12,619,556,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  (1917)  of  $478,235. 

The  valuation  of  personal  estate  assessed  by  the  local  assessors  April  1, 
1918,  was  $1,110,776,  an  increase  of  $1 10,094  over  the  previous  year  (1917). 

The  total  amount  of  appropriations  this  year  (not  bonded)  as  given  to 
the  Assessors  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  receipts  was  $407,039.16,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  ( 1917)  of  $17,884.31. 

The  return  of  the  Income  Tax  from  the  State  was  $91,347.84,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  (1917)  of  $7,347.88. 

The  increase  in  the  Income  Tax  and  the  valuation  enabled  the  Assessors 
to  make  the  tax  rate  $20  per  thousand,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  1917. 
The  tax  rate  not  increasing  the  past  year,  gave  general  satisfaction  to  all 
the  citizens. 

On  account  of  the  war  there  has  been  no  building  of  new  houses  since 
April  1,  1918,  aud  if  the  tax  rate  is  going  to  be  kept  at  $20,  the  greatest 
economy  must  be  used  in  voting  the  appropriations  for  the  various  depart- 
ments for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  distribution  of  the  Income  Tax  is  now  before  a  special  committee 
of  the  legislature,  and  if  a  change  should  be  made  in  the  manner  of  distri- 
bution of  the  tax,  unless  it  is  distributed  on  the  basis  of  legal  domicile  of 
the  person,  Swampscott  would  lose  a  large  amount  of  the  income  derived 
from  this  tax,  and  would  increase  the  tax  rate  $2  to  $3  per  $1,000.  The 
Assessors  of  Swampscott  believe  that  there  is  only  one  just  way  to  dis- 
tribute the  income  tax,  and  that  is,  after  the  deduction  of  the  expenses  of 
the  state  for  handling  the  business,  the  balance  should  be  paid  back  to  the 
city  or  town  which  is  the  legal  domicile  of  the  persons  paying  the  same, 
and  on  this  opinion  the  Town  Counsel,  James  W.  Santry,  Esq.,  has 
represented  the  town  at  the  various  hearings. 

This  last  year  the  Assessors  furnished  the  Tax  Collector  all  the  valu- 
ation of  real  estate  on  his  warrant  book,  and  he  gave  the  information  to 
the  tax  payers,  on  the  back  of  the  bills. 

The  Assessors  have  always  thought  this  information  should  be  given, 
and  from  the  trial  made  last  year  the  citizens  generally  appreciated  the 
fact  that  they  knew  the  valuation  the  Assessors  placed  on  their  house  and 
land,  and  there  were  but  a  few  minor  errors  discovered. 

From  our  experience  this-year  the  Assessors  find  it  would  be  less  work 
to  place  the  details  directly  upon  the  back  of  the  tax  bills,  rather  than  by 
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recording  the  same  in  the  Tax  Collector's  book,  and  working  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  tax  collector,  this  method  will  be  adopted  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for 
this  department  for  the  year  1919.

Report  of  the  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott  : 

The  routine  work  of  the  library  has  been  somewhat  disturbed  during 
the  past  year  by  the  events  of  the  war,  necessitating  strict  economy,  and 
an  epidemic  of  influenza  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  library  for  some 
weeks. 

We  did  not  buy  as  many  new  books  last  year  as  formerly,  and  the 
classification  changed  somewhat,  in  that  there  was  less  fiction  among  the 
number.  Quite  a  selection  of  the  books  purchased  were  books  having 
for  their  theme  the  writer's  experiences  of  the  war. 

The  new  books,  from  time  to  time  added  to  the  library,  have  been  pro- 
vided with  a  special  book-case  near  the  centre  of  the  reading  room,  where 
it'can  be  readily  seen  and  the  books  selected.  About  all  of  the  old  and 
worn  out  books  have  been  sold,  and  the  volumes  now  in  the  library  are 
active  books. 

There  have  been  presented  to  the  library  a  number  of  desirable  books, 
among  which  are  two  especially  interesting,  in  that  they  deal  in  events 
upon  which  rests  the  origin  of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin." 

To  all  the  donors  of  books  we  extend  our  thanks.

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REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Moth  Work 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen, — The  general  condition  of  the  town  as  regards  the  gypsy 
and  brown-tail  moths  are  equally  as  satisfactory  as  last  year.  No  trees 
have  been  defoliated  by  caterpillars  of  any  kind,  and  even  the  apple-tree 
tent  caterpillar,  which  is  so  often  confused  with  the  gypsy  moth,  has 
been  the  least  prevalent  for  a  number  of  years.  Probably,  the  extremely 
cold  winter  had  a  more  or  less  killing  effect  upon  the  eggs,  either 
directly  by  causing  a  smaller  proportion  to  hatch  than  usual,  or  indirectly 
by  weakening  the  tiny  larva,  causing  them  to  be  particularly  susceptible  to 
"Wilt"  or  other  fungus  diseases.  However,  the  four  adopted  methods 
of  suppression  have  been  used  as  in  previous  years. 

During  the  extreme  cold  weather  moth-thinning  work  was  carried  on 
in  the  woods,  and  about  25  acres  were  cleaned  for  the  first  time  of  brush 
and  worthless  trees,  thus  preparing  the  territory  to  be  intelligently  treated 
with  creosote  and  spray  material.  In  the  fall  and  in  the  spring,  before 
the  eggs  hatched,  creosoting  was  the  method  of  work  employed,  and 
while  in  the  caterpillar  or  larval  stage  spraying,  as  usual,  was  carried  on. 
A  small  amount  of  tanglefooting  was  done  just  before  hatching  time  in 
places  where  it  was  inadvisable  to  try  and  spray. 

At  the  present  time  a  good  start  has  been  made  on  the  season's  work, 
the  street  trees  having  been  gone  over  and  the  creosoting  ^done  on  the 
private  property  in  the  Beach  Bluff  section, 

Up  to  May  2,  seven  men  were  employed  in  this  department;  on  that 
date  the  number  was  reduced  to  six,  and  later,  on  August  22,  it  was  still 
further  reduced  to  four. 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  accomplished  the  two  vital  problems  in  connec- 
tion with  the  work,  namely,  keeping  the  expense  down  within  the  appro- 
priation in  the  face  of  increased  costs  of  labor,  materials  and  supplies  and 
at  the  same  time  keepingjthe  moths  satisfactorily  suppressed. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  1  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Moth 
Superintendent,  Tree  Warden  and  Forest  Warden  be  increased  to  an 
amount  equal  to  that  of  the  heads  of  other  town  departments.

Report  of  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  S  wam-pscott  : 

The  exceedingly  cold  weather  last  winter  did  untold  damage  to  our  trees, 
and  the  number  set  out  in  the  spring  was  less  than  the  number  killed 
during  the  year.  Escaping  gas  from  the  joints  in  the  pipes  was  respon- 
sible for  the  loss  of  21  trees,  nine  of  which  have  been  removed,  also  26 
others  killed  by  various  causes.  Hence  the  town  has  lost  47  trees  the  past 
year  and  only  40  were  planted,  making  the  total  number  remaining  seven 
less  than  the  previous  year. 

The  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  leopard  moth,  and  the 
elm  leaf  beetle  has  been  controlled  at  the  same  time  as  the  gypsy  moth, 
one  and  the  same  spraying  being  sufficient  for  both. 

Although  no  new  wire  for  tree  guards  was  purchased  this  year,  by 
patching  old  ones  and  adjusting  them  they  have  been  made  to  suffice, 
although  many  of  them  are  well  worn  out. 

A  number  of  small  trees  have  been  staked  and  pulled  up  into  place  after 
being  knocked  over  by  automobiles.  All  stakes  past  their  usefulness  have 
been  removed.  Low  limbs  in  the  way  of  travel  have  been  removed  all 
over  the  town,  and  also  dead  limbs  in  large  trees  endangering  travel  on 
the  highways.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — During  the  year  thirty-two  fires  were  responded  to  and 
reports  made  of  the  same  to  the  State  Forester.  Two  hundred  and  sixty 
written  permits  were  granted  for  burning  rubbish,  debris,  etc.  Cloth 
notices  were  posted  through  the  woods  in  the  spring  to  warn  persons 
against  setting  fires.  Many  were  prevented  by  the  blanket  of  snow  which 
fell  early  in  December.  The  grass  and  leaves  were  very  dry  and  the 
usual  fall  fires  had  started.  Thompson's  meadow  and  two  sections  of 
woods  near  Foster's  dam  burned  over  this  fall,  and  the  indications 
point  toward  an  unusual  number  of  grass  fires  in  the  spring. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  I  recommend,  salaries  and  labor  $350.

Owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  additional  work  and  the  time  required,  !  recommend  the 
salary  of  the  Sealer  to  be  increased  fifty  ($50)  dollars. 

I  recommend  for  the  ensuing  year,  salary,  $250;  books  and  printing,

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Report  of  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen, — Herewith  I  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  service 
rendered  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various  town  depart- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following  line  of 
work  :  The'  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction  of  all  drains 
and  sewers,  together  with  the  specifications  and  estimates  of  the  same; 
the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  curb  grades  for  curbstones  and  grano- 
lithic sidewalks;  all  data  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out  of  streets 
for  acceptance  as  public  ways,  and  all  engineering  questions  which  come 
before  the  Boards  of  the  several  departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  estimates  approved  by  this  department  have 
amounted  to  $33,000,  and  all  contracts  under  our  charge  have  been  com- 
pleted according  to  the  specifications  therein  described. 

Storm  Water  Drainage. 

The  controversy  of  many  years  between  the  City  of  Lynn  and  the  Town 
of  Swampscott,  in  regard  to  the  division  of  the  cost  of  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  Stacey  brook  culverts,  has  been  agreeably  settled  on  a  fifty 
per  cent,  basis. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  lower  the  grade  of  the  invert  of  the  Metro- 
politan Park  concrete  culvert  about  two  feet. 

The  present  inadequate  stone  culverts  under  Humphrey  and  New  Ocean 
streets  and  adjacent  private  properties  are  to  be  replaced  by  a  six  by  ten 
foot  reinforced  concrete  culvert,  and  also  the  existing  open  channel 
widened  and  deepened. 

The  contract  for  the  above  construction  was  awarded  to  James  T.  Lyons, 
but  owing  to  war  and  other  conditions,  he  was  able  to  complete  only  a 
portion  of  the  culvert. 

Construction  will  be  resumed  in  the  early  spring  and  continue  until 
completion. 

Sewers. 

The  sewer  system  of  the  town  has  been  extended  in  Jessie  and  Roy 
streets.  The  construction  of  the  Eastern  intercepting  sewer  was  con- 
tinued the  greater  part  of  the  year.  This  section  extends  from  Shelton 
road  to  the  easterly  line  of  Puritan  road,  a  distance  of  1,062  feet,  and  is 
through  the  divide  which  separates  the  eastern  and  western  water  sheds. 

On  account  of  the  deep  rock  cut,  a  maximum  of  twenty-eight  feet,  it 
was  advisable  for  the  contractor  to  tunnel  for  a  distance  of  562  feet,  and 
much  credit  must  be  given  M.  McDonough  Co.  for  the  satisfactory  man- 
ner in  which  this  portion  of  the  section  was  constructed. 
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Selectmen's  Department. 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  at  various  times  for  the  use  in 
the  Selectmen's  Department,  and  plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

Assessors'  Department. 

The  sectional  plans  of  the  Assessors'  Department  have  been  brought 
up  to  date. 

Town  Survey. 

The  co-ordinate  survey  of  the  town  has  been  extended  when  it  did  not 
interfere  with  the  construction  work  of  the  town,  and  to  date  there  are 
completed  twenty-two  sectional  sheets  of  1,500,000  square  feet  each. 

The  data  of  the  late  Charles  W.  Gay  has  greatly  assisted  me  in  locating 
the  correct  street  lines. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  shown 
me  by  the  various  departments  and  by  private  engineers,  who  have  kindly 
furnished  me  with  their  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting  the  work  of  this 
department.

The  new  ambulance  is  giving  entire  satisfaction  and  is  much  appreci- 
ated. During  the  month  of  October,  during  the  influenza  epidemic,  51 
patients  were  removed  to  the  hospital  in  the  ambulance,  which  gave  us 
much  better  service  than  the  old  electric  conveyance.  A  full  report  of 
the  Ambulance  Committee  will  be  found  on  another  page. 

Our  present  police  station  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
department.  We  have  no  cells,  and  only  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Lynn  Police  Department  have  we  been  allowed  to  take  our  prisoners 
there  previous  to  their  appearance  in  court.  I  feel  that  it  is  necessary 
that  the  town  should  have  an  up-to-date  station.  There  are  times  when 
we  should  like  to  detain  certain  people,  but  cannot  do  so,  as  we  have  no 
cell  accommodations.  We  have  arrested  several  people  for  out-of-town 
officers  during  the  past  year,  and  have  had  to  detain  them  in  the  Chief's 
office  until  called  for,  a  condition  which  ought  not  to  exist. 

Therefore,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  that  a  committee  of  seven 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  get  out  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
new  police  station,  and  report  at  the  adjourned  town  meeting.

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Report  of  Overseers  of  Poor 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

We  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1918.  For  many  years  the 
town  has  been  favored  by  a  low  cost  for  maintaining  the  Poor  Depart- 
ment. This  year,  owing  to  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
aided,  coupled  with  the  advance  in  all  living  expenses,  our  appropriation 
for  the  past  year  was  not  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  expenses. 

We  had  bills  amounting  to  $776  that  were  unpaid  January  1,  1919.  This 
increased  expenditure  will  require  a  larger  appropriation  this  year. 

Our  expenditures  are  an  unknown  quantity,  and  we  are  governed  by 
circumstances  which  we  cannot  anticipate. 

For  year  1918,  we  aided  69  persons.  For  year  1917,  we  aided  49  per- 
sons ;  making  an  increase  of  20  persons  in  1918. 

Number  of  cases  investigated  and  aid  not  granted  in  1918  were  eight. 
The  Board  recognizes  the  fine  work  done  by  the  District  Nurse.  We  also 
appreciate  relief  given  by  all  other  charitable  organizations  in  our  town. 

Our  financial  statement  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the  Secretary's 
Report. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Poor 
Department  be  increased  $50  per  year. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,700 for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year.

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Board  of  Fire  Engineers'  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  year 
,  1918  and  recommendations  for  1919. 

The  Board  has  continued  the  same  organization  throughout  the  year  as 
in  1917,  Chief  George  P.  Cahoon,  chairman,  Horace  R.  Parker,  clerk,  and 
Wiear  L.  Rowell.  In  the  latter  part  of  March  a  report  of  the  New 
England  Insurance  Exchange  was  received  from  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  town,  the  same  being  the  result  of  the  application  of  that  com- 
mittee to  have  the  town  placed  in  Class  A,  as  regards  insurance  rates. 
The  report  contained  many  suggestions  for  improvement  of  conditions. 
A  conference  was  held  with  the  Engineer  who  wrote  the  report,  there 
being  also  present  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Water  and  Sewerage  Commissioners.  As  a  result  of  the  conference  a 
complete  understanding  between  all  concerned  was  reached,  and  such 
improvements  and  suggestions  as  this  Board  may  inaugurate  from  time  to 
time  will  be  along  the  lines  contained  in  the  report.  The  report  was 
shown  to  be  instead  of  a  criticism  rather  the  setting  up  of  a  mark  to  be 
obtained  as  the  department  expands. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  call  men  who  were  obliged  to  seek 
employment  out  of  town  and  the  practical  impossibility  of  securing  a 
sufficient  number  of  call  men  who  are  in  town  at  all  times,  and  along  the 
lines  of  the  suggestion  in  the  Exchange  report,  the  Board  decided  that 
safety  demanded  that  during  the  vacation  season  a  temporary  driver 
should  be  employed,  thereby  ensuring  a  complete  permanent  force,  and 
from  May  until  October  an  extra  permanent  man  was  employed.  The 
Exchange  also  suggested  that  the  number  of  permanent  men  be  increased 
from  9  to  14,  and  that  the  call  force  be  reduced  to  12  men.  In  view  of  the 
difficulty  in  securing  call  men  the  Board  feels  that  the  suggestion  is  a 
good  one.  In  its  recommendations,  therefore,  will  be  found  a  suggestion 
that  two  additional  permanent  men  be  appointed,  and  that  the  call  force 
be  reduced  to  17,  thus  following  the  same  ratio  of  increase  and  reduction 
as  provided  in  the  report.  The  increase  will  avoid  the  necessity  of 
appointing  a  permanent  extra  man  during  the  summer. 

During  the  year  500  feet  of  new  hose  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $495. 
There  are  now  3,700  feet  of  good  hose  and  700  feet  of  poor  hose  in  the 
department.  The  Board  believes  that  the  only  proper  way  to  keep  the 
equipment  up  to  standard  is  to  make  a  purchase  of  hose  each  year. 

In  the  late  spring  it  became  evident  that  there  was  trouble  with  the 
boiler  at  the  New  Ocean  street  house.  A  thorough  examination  showed 
that  the  tubes  were  badly  pitted,  and  after  conference  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  boiler  was  entirely  retubed  at  a  cost  of  $237.08. 

No  repairs  have  been  made  on  any  of  the  buildings  during  the  year,  but 
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the  time  will  soon  come  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  erection 
of  a  building  to  replace  the  New  Ocean  street  house,  which  long  ago 
outlived  its  usefulness.  The  building  should  be  painted  inside  and  out 
during  the  coming  year. 

Hen  in  Service. 

March  19,  1918,  Thomas  S.  Leadbetter,  permanent  driver  at  the  New 
Ocean  street  house,  who  had  enlisted  in  the  air  service  the  latter  part  of 
the  previous  year,  was  called  to  service  and  assigned  to  attend  the 
training  camp  at  Princeton  University,  passed  his  examinations 
with  credit  to  himself  and  his  town,  and  was  nearly  ready  for  his  com- 
mission as  a  flyer  when  the  armistice  was  signed.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  and  returned  to  Swampscott  on  November  29,  and 
was  reinstated  in  his  old  position  on  December  7. 

Arthur  E.  Hardy,  call  man  at  the  New  Ocean  street  house,  enlisted  in 
the  Merchant  Marine  on  May  14,  1918,  and  returned  to  duty  on  August  14, 
having  received  an  honorable  discharge. 

Ralph  H.  Owens,  call  man  at  the  New  Ocean  street  house,  was  called 
in  the  selective  draft  on  July  25,  1918,  and  is  now  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Force  in  France. 

G.  Garry  Barker,  call  man  at  the  Phillips  Beach  house,  enlisted  in  the 
quartermaster's  corps. 

In  Memoriam. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  the  Board  announces  the  death  of  one  of 
its  most  valued  permanent  men,  in  the  passing  away  of  Lewis  J.  Kezer, 
permanent  driver  at  the  Phillips  Beach  Chemical  house,  on  Thanksgiving 
Day.  Of  quiet,  even  disposition,  a  man  who  could  always  be  relied  upon 
to  do  his  full  share  of  the  work,  Lewis  J.  Kezer  leaves  behind  him  a 
memory  that  will  always  be  cherished  by  those  who  were  proud  to  call 
him  friend.  He  was  appointed  a  call  man  May  1,  1901,  and  permanent 
man  in  November,  1908. 

Appointments. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  enlistment  of  Driver  Thomas  S.  Leadbetter 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  W.  Benjamin  Snow,  who  had  been  a  call 
man  since  July  3,  1912.  This  appointment  was  made  March  12,  and  Driver 
Snow  was  assigned  to  the  New  Ocean  street  house.  Later,  upon  the  death 
of  Driver  Kezer  and  the  return  of  Driver  Leadbetter  to  duty,  Driver  Snow 
was  transferred  to  the  Phillips  Beach  house,  where  he  is  now  stationed. 

The  permanent  personnel  at  the  close  of  1918  was  as  follows  : 

At  the  New  Ocean  street  house,  Chief  George  P.  Cahoon,  Assistant 
Chief  Clarence  D.  Kendrick,  Captain  Frank  W.  Oulton,  Drivers  Walter 
M.  Champion,  Harold  L.  Jacobs  and  Thomas  S.  Leadbetter. 

At  the  Phillips  Beach  house,  Captain  Walter  A.  Thomas,  Drivers  Fred 
T.  J.  McNamara  and  W.  Benjamin  Snow. 

Work  of  Department. 

The  Board  would  be  derelict  in  its  duty  to  the  men  of  the  department  if 
it  did  not  make  a  matter  of  public  record  of  its  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  men  of  the  department  on  at  least  two  occasions  during  the  past 
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year.  On  October  29  fire  was  discovered  in  the  soft  coal  in  the  bins  at 
the  Hadley  School,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  shovel  the  entire  lot  of 
many  tons  out  into  the  yard.  Though  the  job  was  a  most  disagreeable 
one,  and  because  of  the  constant  forming  of  gases  was  more  than  ordin- 
arily dangerous,  every  man  of  the  department  was  on  hand  and  did  his 
bit  without  hesitation  or  complaint,  even  though  some  of  their  comrades 
were  overcome  by  the  gases  and  rendered  unconscious. 

The  second  instance  was  on  December  3,  at  the  Willey  House,  where  a 
fire  that  had  eaten  well  into  the  partitions  was  stopped  with  a  minimum 
of  damage  and  in  a  manner  that  brought  forth  the  highest  words  of  praise 
when  the  work  had  been  completed.  The  work  was  carried  on  efficiently 
and  without  excitement  and  with  especial  care  that  no  damage  other  than 
was  absolutely  necessary  was  done  to  walls  or  furniture,  so  that  occupancy 
of  the  house  by  the  majority  of  the  guests  was  not  interrupted.  The  fire- 
men were  slightly  delayed  at  the  start  because  of  the  necessity  of  rescue 
work,  four  men  and  two  women  being  brought  to  the  ground  in  safety  on 
the  extension  ladders  of  the  department.  With  35  occupants  of  the  house 
asleep  at  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  fire  there  is  cause  of  congratu- 
lation that  there  was  no  loss  of  life. 

In  each  of  the  above  instances  every  man  of  the  department  was  on 
hand  and  attending  to  his  part  of  the  work,  and  the  same  is  true  on  every 
occasion  when  the  services  of  every  man  are  needed.  It  has  been  claimed 
that  the  response  to  calls  by  call  men  is  small,  but  when  the  need  comes 
the  men  are  there.  The  claims  of  small  response  is  made  from  the  records, 
but  as  only  20  minutes  is  granted  the  men  to  respond  to  the  alarm,  the 
chance  of  being  marked  absent  when  employed  at  a  distance  is  fairly  large. 
Most  of  the  fires  are  of  small  consequence  and  are  handled  by  the  per- 
manent men,  and  the  call  men  therefore  become  of  greatest  service  when 
there  is  greatest  need.  At  such  times  they  have  never  failed.  Until  such 
time  as  Swampscott  as  a  town  can  furnish  within  its  borders  sufficiently 
remunerative  employment  to  attract  men,  the  fire  department  must  depend 
for  its  call  men  on  those  who  are  employed  outside.  That  it  can  do  this 
until  such  time  as  the  town  can  afford  a  complete  permanent  force  has 
been  amply  proven,  and  the  Board  feels  that  the  citizens  can  rest  assured 
that  their  safety  and  welfare  will  be  well  looked  after  by  the  men  of  the 
Swampscott  Fire  Department. 

New  Fire  Alarm  Box. 

The  proper  protection  of  the  property  of  the  town  as  well  as  that  of 
private  citizens  would  seem  to  demand  the  installation  of  a  new  fire  alarm 
box  in  front  of  or  on  the  Town  Hall.  At  present  the  nearest  boxes  to  the 
Town  Hall  are  located  as  follows  :  At  Monument  square,  at  the  junction 
of  Elmwood  and  Thomas  roads,  and  at  the  New  Ocean  street  engine  house. 
This  leaves  Claremont  terrace  property  very  poorly  protected,  as  well  as 
the  Town  Hall.  A  box  so  located  would  cover  the  Red  Men's  Hall  and  in 
case  of  fire,  when  either  hall  was  occupied  by  many  persons,  would  easily 
prove  the  wisdom  of  the  expenditure. 

Apparatus. 

At  the  close  of  1918  the  apparatus  consisted  of  motor  chemical  combi- 
nation A,  stationed  at  Phillips  Beach,  motor  pump  combination  B,  motor 
hook  and  ladder  truck  combination  C,  auto  service  car  and  exercise  wagon 
at  New  Ocean  street  headquarters,  and  a  horse  drawn  chemical  held  in 
reserve  at  the  Phillips  Beach  station. 
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Fires  and  Alarms. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  69  bell  alarms,  53  telephone  calls,  and  3 
still  alarms,  making  a  total  of  125  alarms.  The  no  school  signal  has  been 
sounded  31  times,  the  Boy  Scout  call  four  times  and  the  department  has 
responded  to  six  out  of  town  calls. 

Combination  A  was  called  into  service  71  times ;  Combination  B  85 
times  ;  Combination  C  48  times  ;  service  car  59  times. 

Pyrenes  used,  3;  ladders  in  use,  709  feet;  chemical  used,  839  gallons  ; 
2k  inch  hose  used,  4,450  feet;  |  inch  hose  used,  2,250  feet;  time  at  fires,

minutes;  Combination  C,  40  hours,  3  minutes;  service  car,  38  hours,  30 
minutes  ;  distances  covered,  Combination  A,  236.6  miles  ;  Combination  B, 
216.7  miles;  Combination  C,  103.8  miles;  service  car,  1,979.9  miles; 
total  2,537.0  miles.

The  Board  submits  the  following  recommendations  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  in  the 
preceding  part  of  this  report : 

That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  two  additional  permanent 
members  of  the  department  and  that  the  number  of  call  men  be  reduced 
from  22  to  17. 

That  the  town  purchase  500  feet  of  additional  hose  during  the  year  1919. 
That  a  new  fire  alarm  box  be  authorized  to  be  placed  on  or  in  front  of 
the  Town  Hall. 

That  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  be  appropriated  for  a 
thorough  overhauling  and  painting  of  the  service  car. 

That  the  sum  of  $300  be  appropriated  for  the  painting  of  the  New  Ocean 
street  engine  house,  both  outside  and  inside.

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Report  of  Construction  Committee, 
Sewerage  Pumping  Station 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  last  report  of  the  Construction  Committee  on  the  Sewerage  Pump- 
ing Station  contained  a  complete  statement  regarding  apparatus,  contracts 
and  awards  made  under  authority  of  the  vote  of  the  town  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1917,  Article  67  of  the  Warrant.  Since  that  time  pumps, 
motors  and  other  electrical  equipment  have  been  received. 

Owing  to  the  urgent  requirements  of  the  government  for  turbines  and 
centrifugal  pumps  for  the  navy  and  merchant  marine,  there  was  a  long 
delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  pumps.  This  matter  was  taken  up  by  your 
Committee  with  the  Bureau  of  War  Industries  in  Washington,  and,  as  a 
result,  they  were  given  the  most  favorable,  possible  priority.  The  pumps 
have  been  received  within  the  past  few  days,  and  the  work  of  installation 
is  proceeding.  It  is  expected  that  all  the  equipment  will  be  installed, 
tested  and  in  operation  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote,  your  Committee  has  succeeded  in  disposing 
of  the  two  steam  engines,  counter-shaft  and  belting  for  the  amount  of 
$324.00.  This  apparatus  has  not  been  in  use  for  some  time,  and  is  no 
longer  required. 

After  the  new  equipment  has  been  thoroughly  tested,  it  is  expected  that 
the  two  boilers  and  the  horizontal,  double-acting  pumps  can  also  be 
disposed  of. 

This  will  complete  the  improvements  and  electrification  of  the  sewerage 
plant,  as  outlined  in  the  original  report  of  your  Committee.  Any  further 
work  as  regards  floor  in  the  old  station,  interior  fittings  and  rearrange- 
ment will  be  done  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  in  the  course  of  their 
regular  duties. 

To  sum  up  for  convenience  of  reference,  the  following  improvements 
have  been  made  : 

Item  1.  A  dry  pit  12  x2ox  15  1-2  feet  in  depth  has  been  constructed  of 
reinforced  concrete  outside  the  present  pumping  station.  There  is  a  low 
brick  wall  surrounding  the  top  edge  of  the  pit,  and  a  brick  passage  con- 
necting with  the  station.  There  is  a  roof  constructed  of  galvanized  steel 
and  glass,  with  suitable  openings  for  installing  apparatus,  together  with  a 
woven  wire  screen  to  protect  the  glass.  All  necessary  Y's  and  con- 
nections have  been  made,  both  with  the  main  outfall  pipe  and  with  the 
sewerage  basin. 

There  are  three  electrically  driven  pumps,  one  having  4,500  gallon 
capacity  for  use  in  emergency  during  heavy  storms;  a  pump  of  2,000 
gallon  capacity  for  normal  operation,  and  a  triplex  force  pump  to  be  used 
to  force  out  sludge  during  extremely  cold  weather. 
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The  electrical  apparatus  necessary  for  starting  and  controlling  the  speed 
of  the  moters,  together  with  float  switches  for  automatic  control  and 
switchboards,  have  been  provided. 

With  these  improvements  the  town  now  has  a  modern  sewerage  pump- 
ing plant,  so  constructed  that  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  use  the 
steam  driven  pumps  with  boilers.  In  addition  to  this,  the  large  pump 
has  been  provided  to  give  greater  capacity  for  emergencies  ;  and  this, 
together  with  the  2,000-gallon  pump  and  force  pump,  and  all  electrical 
apparatus,  are  now  located  in  a  dry  pit  where  they  can  be  quickly  and 
easily  repaired,  if  necessary. 

The  centrifugal  pumps  are  specially  designed  for  sewerage  purposes, 
and  were  supplied  by  the  DeLaval  Company  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  who  have 
equipped  a  number  of  stations  in  this  vicinity. 

It  now  appears  that  this  work  will  be  completed  within  the  present 
appropriation,  giving  the  Town  of  Swampscott  a  most  efficient  and  com- 
plete sewerage  pumping  plant. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  matter  of  heating  the  main  building  and  dry 
pit,  also  floor  of  the  main  building,  sheathing  for  ceiling,  and  other  neces- 
sary work  be  provided  for  and  carried  out  by  the  Sewerage  Department, 
and  that  all  future  salvage  on  obsolete  apparatus  be  transferred  from  the 
appropriation  of  the  Construction  Committee  on  the  Sewerage  Pumping 
Station  to  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Department.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1918. 

The  work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  inter- 
fered with,  by  the  fact  that  the  Exemption  Board  has  occupied  the  same 
room  and  employed  the  same  clerk.  Nevertheless  the  Board  has  had  much 
to  do  and  we  feel  that  much  has  been  accomplished. 

School  Health  Nurse. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  money  was  appropriated  with  which 
to  hire  a  School  and  Health  Nurse.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Mary  K.  Hammond,  who  has  had  a  large  experience 
in  similar  work  in  New  Hampshire.  On  May  1st  she  took  up  her  work. 
The  portion  of  the  year  that  she  has  been  with  us  has  certainly  been  one 
in  which  there  has  been  wonderful  opportunities  for  her  to  show  her  worth> 
and  we  feel  that  she  has  proven  of  great  value  to  the  town,  especially 
during  the  two  epidemics  which  we  have  had.  Undoubtedly  her  early 
detection  of  many  cases  of  influenza  in  the  school  children  and  seeing  to 
it  that  they  had  early  and  proper  treatment,  saved  many  lives  and  has  had 
much  to  do  with  Swampscott  having  a  death  rate  much  lower  than  many 
other  towns  of  its  size.  A  report  of  her  work  will  be  found  on  another 
page. 

Influenza  Epidemic. 

The  latter  part  of  September  the  epidemic  of  influenza  that  was  prevail- 
ing throughout  the  state  began  to  demand  considerable  attention  in  the 
town.  Fortunately,  the  physicians  of  the  town  were  all  on  duty  and  there 
was  no  lack  of  medical  attention,  but  to  get  nurses  was  impossible,  so 
consequently  we  secured  the  Florence  Crittenton  Home  as  an  Emergency 
Hospital,  and  thereby  offered  facilities  for  caring  for  all  people  in  town 
who  for  any  reason  could  not  be  taken  care  of  at  home. 

In  doing  this  work  we  received  valuable  help  and  support  from  the  Red 
Cros6  trustees  of  the  Florence  Crittenton  Home,  other  town  departments 
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and  the  District  Nurse  Association.  We  are  very  grateful  for  their  assist- 
ance.   A  detailed  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  hospital  follows  : — 

The  Florence  Crittenton  Home,  145  Essext  street,  was  taken  by  our 
Board  for  use  as  an  Emergency  Hospital  during  the  influenza  epidemic 
period.  The  hospital  was  opened  on  Sunday,  September  29,  1918,  and 
was  closed  on  Sunday,  October  20,  1918.  While  the  building  was  well 
adapted,  the  equipment,  with  the  exception  of  beds,  was  very  much 
depleted  and  inadequate,  and  therefore  made  necessary  the  purchase  of 
considerable  bedding  and  other  utensils  which  are  essential  in  hospital 
work. 

However,  an  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  expense  to  the  lowest  minimum 
under  the  c>cumstances.  The  results  obtained  have  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  we  believe  its  establisment  was  a  great  factor  in  the  control  and 
elimination  of  what  appeared  to  be  a  wide-spread  epidemic.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  make  my  annual  report  for  19 18.  There  was 
one  general  inspection  of  all  cattle,  swine,  etc.,  kept  in  town,  together 
with  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  premises  where  these  animals  were 
kept.  In  most  cases  conditions  were  satisfactory.  In  a  few  instances 
there  were  some  slight  changes  necessary  to  improve  ventilation,  etc. 

There  have  been  a  few  dogs  quarantined  during  the  year,  to  be  kept 
under  observation  as  cases  which  might  develop  rabies,  but  all  were 
released  at  the  expiration  of  the  quarantine  period. 

There  has  been  an  unusually  large  number  of  permits  granted  for 
slaughtering  this  year  and  a  correspondingly  large  number  of  inspections. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  contagious  disease.

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School  Nurse  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

I  here  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December,  1918. 

It  is  generally  agreed  by  everyone  that  the  conservation  of  life  and 
health  is  a  matter  of  utmost  importance  to  the  commonwealth  and  to  the 
naiion.  In  spite  of  the  fact,  we  find  the  community  slow  in  grasping  the 
idea  of  the  common  health  as  distinguished  from  the  health  of  the  indi- 
vidual. This  is  especially  true  with  regard  to  our  growing  boys  and  girls. 
The  reason  for  this  attitude  is  not  entirely  clear.  To  be  sure,  the  knowledge 
that  disease  can  be  prevented  is  a  comparatively  new  acquisition,  still 
never  is  the  idea  of  correcting,  by  medical  inspection  of  school  children, 
defects  which  later  may  become  incorrigible.  Never  was  there  a  more 
favorable  time  to  drive  home  these  truths  than  in  this  time  of  the  world 
crisis.  Physical  examination  of  the  youth  of  the  land  has  revealed  a  great 
number  of  defects,  and  the  rejected  candidate  for  military  service  returns 
to  his  home  humiliated  because  he  was  pronounced  unfit  to  do  a  man's 
work. 

Since  an  ideal  physique  may  be  undermined  between  the  ages  of  12  and 
16,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that,  with  cooperation  of  parents  and  the 
health  officials,  our  statistics  would  show  a  marked  decrease  in  defective 
vision,  poor  teeth,  etc.,  present  in  our  Junior  High  School,  and  assure  us 
a  better  conservation  of  our  future  men  and  women.

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Report  of  Surveyor  and  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivamfscott : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report.  The  past  year  there  has  been 
about  one  mile  of  street  resurfaced  with  gravel.  Beach  Bluff  avenue, 
from  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  tracks  to  Paine  estate,  received  a  resur- 
facing of  pit  stone  ten  inches  in  thickness,  rolled  and  bonded  with  gravel. 

At  junction  of  Beach  Bluff  avenue  and  Atlantic  avenue,  Burton  estate, 
the  curb  stone  was  raised,  gutters  repaired,  catch  basin  rebuilt,  road  bed 
filled  with  No.  1  broken  stone  and  bonded  with  heavy  asphaltic  road  oil. 

Humphrey  street,  from  Phillips  corner  to  Glen  road,  the  tracks  of  the 
Bay  State  railroad  were  lowered  to  grade,  the  street  picked  up  with  the 
steam  roller  and  surfaced  with  gravel  and  rolled. 

Shaw  estate,  Aspen  road  and  Prospect  avenue  have  been  resurfaced 
with  gravel,  sidewalks  graded  and  205  feet  of  new  guardrail  fence  built. 

Elmwood  road,  from  Monument  avenue  to  Sheridan  road,  was  picked 
up  by  the  steam  roller,  reshaped,  resurfaced  with  six  inches  of  broken 
stone  bonded  with  Tarvia  X,  covered  with  pea  stone  and  rolled.  About 
5,300  gallons  of  Tarvia  X  was  used  for  this  work.  Tarvia  was  furnished 
and  delivered  on  the  work  for  i4£c.  per  gallon. 

Monument  avenue  at  Elmwood  road,  where  Park  department  reduced 
the  area  of  the  grass  circle,  has  been  surfaced  with  gravel,  and  will  have 
to  be  macadamized  this  year. 

Stanwood  road  has  been  put  to  grade  and  sidewalks  built.  The  drive- 
way on  this  street  was  filled  with  pit  stone,  surfaced  with  gravel  and  rolled 
with  steam  roller. 

Bradlee  avenue  received  a  resurfacing  of  pit  stone,  rolled  and  bonded 
with  gravel.    One  catch  basin  was  built. 

Crosman  avenue,  from  Humphrey  street  to  Linden  avenue,  was  first 
reshaped  and  put  to  grade  and  rolled,  sidewalks  built  and  whole  streets 
resurfaced  with  coarse  gravel. 

The  streets  of  the  town  have  been  patrolled  and  fixed  wherever  neces- 
sary. For  this  purpose  there  have  been  used  134  loads  of  broken  stone, 
81  loads  of  gravel,  1,500  gallons  65  per  cent,  asphalt  oil,  111  barrels  of 
Lynn  gas  tar. 

Streets  where  sewers  have  been  laid  have  been  levelled  and  surfaced 
with  gravel. 

Gutters  in  all  streets  of  the  town  have  been  cleaned  at  least  three  times, 
and  on  Humphrey  street,  from  Lynn  line  to  the  Sewer  station,  weather 
permitting,  every  Saturday.    Number  of  catch  basins  cleared  233. 

There  have  been  built  this  year  four  catch-basins.  With  this  work  there 
have  been  laid  104  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  drain,  66  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  drain  ? 
133  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  drain,  12  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  drain,  102  feet  of  12- 
i  nch  pipe  drain  and  32  feet  of  15-inch  pipe  drain. 
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Gutters  to  the  amount  of  611  square  yards  have  been  paved  and  three 
cross-walks  laid. 

There  were  420  feet  of  new  guard  rail  fence  built  this  year. 

For  repairing  and  resurfacing  sidewalks  the  following  amounts  of 
material  have  been  used  :  190  loads  of  gravel,  163  loads  of  stone  dust,  72 
loads  of  cinders. 

The  concrete  sidewalks  have  been  repaired  whenever  necessary.  For 
this  work  1,030.4  square  yards  were  laid  at  a  cost  of  60  cents  per  yard. 

No  appropriation  for  continuous  sidewalks  was  made  this  year. 

Puritan  Road  (special  appropriation)  curbstones  to  the  amount  of  300 
feet  have  been  laid. 

On  Orient  court  150  feet  of  curbstone  have  been  laid,  Edward  Phillips 
paying  for  same. 

Land  at  junction  of  Essex  and  Cherry  streets  taken  by  the  town  was 
filled  in  by  James  T.  Lyons,  this  department  paying  $100  for  doing  same. 

Curbstones  to  the  amount  of  266 feet  have  been  reset  at  different  sections 
of  the  town  where  needed. 

Sand  to  the  amount  of  207  loads  was  used  for  sanding  icy  sidewalks. 

Bids  for  furnishing  oil  for  street  purposes  were  asked  for,  opened  in 
the  Selectmen's  Room  at  Town  Hall,  and  were  as  follows  : 

Alden  Speare  &  Sons  Co.,  non-asphaltic  oil,  18c.  per  gallon — Tank  car. 

Barret  Co.,  Tarvia  B.  0123 — Tank  car. 

0145 — Applied. 

The  streets  have  been  watered  on  i2i£  days  for  the  past  year  and  20,140 
gallons  of  oil  have  been  applied  to  the  streets  of  the  town.  Price  paid  for 
oil  i6£c.  per  gallon.  Owing  to  the  high  prices  and  the  small  appropria- 
tion for  oiling,  I  would  suggest  that  the  amount  be  increased  for  this 
year. 

All  men  and  teams  employed  by  the  department  during  the  year  have 
been  increased  50  cents  per  day.    Plowing  snow,  $1  per  trip. 

Good  roads"  are  a  necessity.  I  am  sure  that  the  town  is  justified  in  the 
construction  of  permanent  roads,  and  at  the  same  time  work  into  a 
definite  road  system  that  will  connect  the  main  arteries  coming  into 
town.  It  is  true  that  roads  cost  more  now,  but  everything  else  costs 
more  in  proportion.  Increased  cost  of  roads  is  caused  by  the  fact  that 
the  old  time  types  in  former  years  will  not  stand  up  under  the  traffic  of 
to-day.  The  automobile  and  truck  are  increasing,  and  it  requires  a  much 
better  form  of  road  than  formerly.  It  would  be  much  better  for  the  town 
to  appropriate  a  sum  under  bond  issue  to  put  the  streets  of  Humphrey, 
Essex,  Burrill,  Salem  and  Puritan  road  under  permanent  construction. 

Recommendation. 

1.  That  a  catch-basin  be  built  and  a  12-inch  pipe  laid  on  Manton  road, 
and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

2.  That  the  town  finish  laying  curbstones  on  Puritan  road,  from  Orient 
court  to  Marshall  street,  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

3.  That  Atlantic  avenue,  from  Humphrey  street  to  Ocean  avenue,  be 
put  to  grade,  and  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  appropriated. 
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4.  That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  used  in  seal 
coating  streets. 

5.  That  the  town  continue  the  cement  pavement  on  Essex  street  to  the 
Ljnn  line,  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

6.  That  Salem  street  be  resurfaced,  from  Humphrey  street  to  State 
road,  and  appropriate  money  for  same.

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Park  Commissioners'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Sivampscott: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  was  completed  by  the  selection  of  James 
T.  Lyons,  as  chairman,  and  Stuart  P.  Ellis,  Secretary. 

Perley  C.  Foss  was  reappointed  Superintendent  of  the  Blaney  Beach 
Reservation. 

The  Commissioners  have  met  regularly  each  Friday  evening  during  the 
year,  and  have  devoted  considerable  time  to  personal  supervision  of  work 
on  the  reservations. 

Paradise  Road. 

This  spot  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  of  park  reservations, 
mainly  because  of  its  central  location  and  its  adaptability  to  different  uses. 
We  have  endeavored  to  keep  these  grounds  in  the  best  of  condition  during 
the  summer  season,  the  grass  having  been  kept  well  cut,  and  a  generally 
neat  appearance  maintained.  We  have  established  a  shrubbery  bed  at  the 
easterly  end  of  the  grounds,  using  old  stock  removed  from  Monument 
avenue. 

Several  maples  have  been  planted  along  the  Middlesex  avenue  border 
and  preparations  have  been  made  for  the  planting  of  additional  trees  on 
the  grounds  this  year. 

During  the  winter  season  the  skating  pond  has  been  paid  especial  atten- 
tion, the  snow  removed  and  a  new  surface  added  whenever  conditions 
were  favorable.  This  skating  field  provides  a  safe  and  convenient  place 
for  the  recreation  of  a  large  number  of  the  townspeople,  both  old  and 
young,  and  every  provision  is  made  for  the  enjoyment  of  those  who  use 
the  pond.  This  winter  we  have  gone  one  step  further  in  this  direction  by 
prohibiting  the  use  of  hockey  sticks  on  the  ice. 

Blaney  Beach. 

The  Blaney  Beach  Reservation  has  been  maintained  in  its  usual  good 
condition.  The  iron  rail  fence  bordering  the  grass  plot  has  been  painted 
and  the  grounds  kept  in  a  very  neat  and  orderly  manner.  Considerable 
work  was  done  on  the  bathing  raft  the  past  season,  and  this  spring  it  will 
need  to  be  still  further  repaired  and  painted.  The  fish  house  is  at  present 
in  very  good  condition,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  repairs, 
will  not  need  much  in  the  way  of  improvement  this  year.  The  beach  has 
been  cleaned  several  times  of  the  unwelcome  deposits  from  the  sea,  and  at 
all  times  during  the  summer  season  care  is  taken  to  make  it  a  safe  and 
desirable  place  for  the  hundreds  of  visitors  resorting  there. 
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Jackson  Park. 

During  the  past  year  your  Commissioners  have  continued  the  policy  of 
reforestration  inaugurated  in  1916  by  setting  out  1,500  white  pines  on  the 
upland,  and  15  rock  maples  on  the  Essex  street  border  of  the  field.  Four 
thousand  pines  were  purchased  in  the  spring,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  labor  to  plant  in  the  early  season,  we  arranged  to  have  2,500 
of  these  held  at  the  nursery  till  this  year,  when  they  may  be  planted  under 
more  favorable  conditions. 

By  the  improvement  at  Monument  avenue  we  secured  several  loads  of 
loam,  which  were  used  to  grade  a  low  area  of  the  ball  field.  A  sod  border 
was  laid  at  the  Essex  street  sidewalk,  and  the  grounds  left  in  condition 
for  seeding  and  rolling  this  spring.  In  order  that  the  full  width  of  the 
ball  field  may  be  used  it  is  essential  that  a  manhole  be  constructed  at  the 
end  of  the  tile  drain  crossing  the  field,  and  a  small  amount  of  grading 
done  along  the  western  border.  For  the  care  of  this  reservation  and  to 
carry  out  the  improvements  as  outlined  above  we  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  $700  for  Jackson  park. 

Phillips  Park. 

The  principal  work  on  this  reservation  the  past  year  has  been  the 
cutting  and  removal  of  the  trees  in  the  rear  of  the  park.  More  than  four 
hundred  citizens  were  benefited  by  the  cord  wood  derived  from  this 
source,  thus  relieving  the  fuel  situation,  the  land  at  the  same  time  being 
cleared  for  future  filling  without  any  cost  to  the  town. 

The  concrete  drain  recently  constructed  here  has  lowered  the  water 
level  several  feet  in  this  locality,  and  as  there  is  a  good-sized  field  levelled 
and  filled  nearly  to  a  finished  grade,  it  would  bean  easy  matter  to  lay  land 
tile  near  the  surface  and  cover  with  a  few  inches  of  loam,  thus  making 
this  plot  immediately  available  for  the  recreation  of  the  large  number  of 
people  residing  in  this  locality. 

A  large  area  of  this  reservation  still  remains  unfilled. 

The  most  economical  filling  is  ashes  if  it  can  be  placed  where  needed. 
The  contractor  who  has  the  disposal  of  this  material  will  haul  only  to  the 
nearest  dump,  and  when  Phillips  park  happens  to  be  the  nearest,  it  is 
difficult  to  control  the  dumping  so  that  the  town  will  not  have  to  move 
the  material  again  and  stand  needless  expense.  Your  commissioners  feel 
that  if  this  kind  of  material  is  to  be  used  they  should  have  an  appropria- 
tion, so  that  in  the  interest  of  economy  they  could  arrange  with  the  con- 
tractor to  have  this  filling  placed  where  needed.  There  have  been  no  funds 
available  for  any  extensive  improvement  on  this  tract  since  it  was  acquired, 
but  it  is  our  endeavor  to  remove  as  quickly  as  possible  the  unsightly 
appearance  of  a  public  dump  on  one  of  our  most  travelled  thoroughfares. 
We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  Phillips  park. 

nonument  Avenue. 

Monument  avenue  reservation,  the  beauty  spot  of  the  park  properties, 
has  been  maintained,  we  believe,  during  the  past  season  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner.  All  shrubbery  was  pruned  during  the  winter  and  the 
beds  spaded  up  in  the  spring,  the  grass  being  frequently  cut,  but  not  as 
often  as  it  should  be,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labor  and  funds. 
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We  found  it  advisable  to  discontinue  the  small  flower  beds  at  the 
entrance  to  the  parkway,  and  have  sowed  them  down  to  grass,  thus 
making  a  decided  improvement  in  the  general  appearance,  beside  the 
saving  of  labor  and  expense. 

We  found  that  because  of  the  volume  of  traffic  at  Elmwood  road  at  its 
crossing  with  the  parkway,  and  because  of  the  nuisance  created  by  pedes- 
trians crossing  the  grass  ground,  that  it  would  be  best  to  reduce  the  width 
of  the  circle  at  this  point.  This  was  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  and 
pleasing  manner,  and  we  feel  well  repaid  by  the  improvement,  many 
compliments  having  been  received  on  the  completion  of  this  much  needed 
change. 

In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  be  able  to  make  some  further  improve- 
ments on  this  reservation,  such  as  the  planting  of  a  solid  bed  of  evergreens 
in  the  circle  mentioned  above,  the  setting  of  specimen  evergreens  of  low- 
growing  varieties  at  the  entrance  near  the  monument,  and  some  improve- 
ments to  the  beds  at  the  base  of  the  cliff  on  Farragut  road.  For  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  this  reservation,  and  because  of  the  increased 
cost  of  labor  and  material,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $850.

Park  Commissioners. 
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Report  of  Automobile  Committee 


Shortly  after  appointment  the  Committee  met  and  organized  by  the 
election  of  Mr.  Baldwin  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Tilden  as  Secretary. 

After  a  general  discussion  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  Mr.  Baldwin, 
Mr.  Blaney  and  the  Chief  of  Police  constitute  a  sub-committee  to  investi- 
gate automobiles  and  prices.  The  Committee  investigated  and  reported 
informally,  and  advertisements  for  bids  were  then  published,  as  required 
by  the  By-Laws. 

On  April  23d,  the  Committee  met  and  the  bids  were  opened.  Two  bids 
were  received,  one  for  a  second  hand  Viele  touring  car,  not  stated  to  have 
been  overhauled  and  with  no  specific  offer  of  guaranty,  the  price  being 
$800;  the  other  from  the  Cadillac  Company  of  Boston  offering  an  over- 
hauled and  rebuilt  1916  Cadillac  for  $1,350,  plus  $100,  for  lengthening  the 
frame. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  Viele  did  not  come  within  the 
class  of  the  cars  they  were  authorized  in  buying  under  the  vote  of  the 
town. 

The  committee,  as  a  result  of  its  investigations,  was  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Cadillac  car  offered  was  the  best  available  car  within 
the  appropriation  for  the  purposes  required.  They  were  also  satisfied  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  attempt  to  secure  other  bids  from  other  makers. 
The  committee,  accordingly,  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  bid  of  the 
Cadillac  Company,  and  that  Mr.  Baldwin  and  Mr.  Blaney  and  the  Chief 
of  Police  be  a  sub-committee  to  take  charge  of  the  details  of  delivery, 
lengthening  the  frame,  transferring  the  old  body,  and  selling  the  old 
chassis  and  equipment. 

The  Committee  met  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  August  16. 
They  also  inspected  the  ambulance  which  had  been  delivered.  Owing  to 
war  conditions  there  had  been  great  delay  in  having  the  necessary  work 
done.    The  ambulance,  however,  was  finally  completed  about  August  15. 

It  was  voted  to  have  a  leaf  inserted  in  the  springs,  to  have  the  wheel 
houses  cut  out  so  as  to  give  more  clearance,  and  to  have  sides  and  top 
curtains  for  the  driver's  seat. 

It  appeared  that  there  was  an  appropriation  of  $1,500,  that  the  old 
Rectifior  sold  for  $100  and  the  chassis  of  the  old  ambulance  for  $250, 
making  available  $1,850.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

A  year  ago  we  were  engaged  in  a  great  war.  The  twelve  months  which 
have  just  passed  have  witnessed  the  greatest  effort  which  the  people  of 
this  country  have  ever  put  forth.  The  man  power  and  wealth  of  the 
nation  were  devoted  to  the  cause  of  freedom. 

On  November  nth  a  sweeping  armistice  was  signed  by  the  Germans  — 
virtually  ending  the  war.  Seldom  in  history  has  so  signal  a  victory  been 
won  by  a  nation  in  so  short  a  time. 

Swampscott  has  met  every  demand  of  the  government.  About  500  of 
her  sons  have  entered  some  branch  of  the  United  States'  service,  and 
many  of  her  daughters  have  eagerly  accepted  the  opportunity  to  serve  as 
Red  Cross  nurses,  or  in  such  branches  of  the  army  or  navy  as  were  open 
to  them. 

Up  to  the  present  time  ten  Swampscott  men  and  one  woman  have  made 
the  great  sacrifice,  and  steps  are  now  being  taken  toward  a  suitable  memo- 
rial to  commemorate  the  deeds  of  our  soldiers,  sailors  and  Red  Cross 
nurses. 

The  Board  had  planned  to  publish  again  the  Honor  Roll  in  this  report, 
but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  so  few  of  our  men  have  returned,  the  list  could 
not  be  complete,  nor  would  it  be  a  true  record.  However,  it  has  been 
recommended  to  the  Victory  Committee  that  a  book  be  published  giving 
the  history  of  our  men  and  women  in  the  service. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  women 
of  the  Swampscott  Section  of  the  American  Red  Cross  in  preparing  both 
surgical  material  and  clothing  for  our  sick  and  wounded  in  the  service, 
also  for  refugees  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Public  Safety  Committee,  in  its  several  branches,  has  fully  met  all 
demands  upon  it  in  a  most  patriotic  manner,  and  a  separate  report  will 
will  be  issued  to  the  citizens  by  the  Committee  at  a  later  date.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  local  Selective  Draft  Board  have  ably  performed  their  arduous 
duties,  and  have  been  highly  commended  by  the  Government  for  the 
thoroughness  of  their  work. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Liberty  Loans,  together  with  the  War  Chest 
movement,  all  went  "over  the  top;"  and  the  citizens'  Committees  in 
charge  are  entitled  to  much  credit  in  upholding  the  reputation  of  our 
town.  Wherever  possible  local  affairs  have  been  set  aside  for  the  larger 
objects  of  the  war.  Our  people  have  loyally  supported  the  Government 
in  all  its  war  objectives,  no  matter  what  personal  inconvenience  or  sacrifice 
might  be  involved.  This  is  particularly  true  regarding  the  conservation 
of  food  and  fuel.  To  name  all  the  patriotic  activities  of  the  citizens 
of  Swampscott  would  require  a  complete  history  of  everything  that  has 
been  done  in  the  town  during  the  year.  There  has  been  but  one  thought 
in  the  minds  of  all,  and  that  has  been— the  Winning  of  the  War. 
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During  the  year  the  Board  has  urged  economy  wherever  possible,  and 
the  number  of  Articles  in  the  Annual  Warrant  was  kept  at  a  minimum. 
Only  one  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held. 

At  the  request  of  the  Government,  money  was  not  borrowed,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  Stacey  brook  culvert,  where  conditions  of  health  and  policy 
would  not  permit  delay  in  carrying  out  the  work. 

On  November  nth  news  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  was  received 
with  great  rejoicing,  bringing,  as  it  did,  an  end  to  the  war.  Peace  is 
now  assured,  and  it  only  remains  to  work  out  such  terms  as  will  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  the  terrible  events  of  the  past  four  years.  While  peace 
is  in  sight,  we  still  have  many  grave  problems  yet  to  solve,  and  must  not 
relax  in  our  endeavors  until  a  lasting  peace  has  been  concluded  and  all  of 
our  men  are  home  once  more,  and  places  have  been  found  for  them  in  our 
industries. 

The  Board  must  again  urge  strict  economy  in  expenditures  during  the 
coming  year.  At  the  same  time  appropriations  must  be  sufficient  for 
carrying  on  the  work  of  education  and  for  protection  of  life  and  property. 
Labor  and  material  are  still  abnormally  high  on  account  of  the  war,  and, 
for  this  reason,  new  work  should  be  avoided  whenever  possible. 

The  several  boards  of  the  town  have  shown  cordial  co-operation 
throughout  the  year  in  the  unusual  and  trying  situations  that  have  arisen 
in  connection  with  the  epidemic  of  influenza  and  the  somewhat  general 
freezing  of  water  services  and  mains  during  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

Again,  the  Board  must  urge  the  citizens  to  attend  town  meetings  and 
take  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  town.

For  the  past  three  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  condense 
the  annual  Town  Report  so  far  as  possible  without  impairing  its  value  as 
a  book  of  record  and  reference.  Although  the  Honor  Roll  added  many 
pages,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  total  cost  of  the  report  has 
been  reduced. 

The  Board  had  printed  500  copies  of  the  Honor  Roll,  bound  in  a  suit- 
able cover,  for  the  citizens  of  the  town.  These  were  presented  by 
Frank  S.  Whitten  without  charge,  and  the  Board  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  this  gift. 

VII.  Sidewalks. 

Owing  to  war  conditions,  your  Board  recommended  that  no  work  on 
continuous  sidewalks  be  undertaken  during  1918.  However,  we  consider 
this  an  important  matter,  and  believe  that  it  should  not  be  delayed  longer 
than  is  necessary.  Each  year  a  number  of  requests  are  received  from 
citizens  for  sidewalks,  and,  for  this  reason,  your  Board  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $3,000  for  the  purpose  of  continuous  sidewalks. 
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VIII.    Essex  and  Cherry  Streets  Improvements. 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  sum  of  $1,000  was  voted  to  cover  the 
taking  of  a  small  parcel  of  land  at  the  junction  of  Essex  and  Cherry  streets. 
The  vote  was  carried  out  and  proper  papers  recorded.  This  was  done  on 
an  emergency  basis  to  prevent  the  erection  of  a  building  on  the  land 
which  would  interfere  with  future  widening  of  Cherry  street,  which  is  the 
natural  entrance  to  a  large  and  growing  section  of  the  town. 

On  October  27th  a  hearing  was  held  in  Swampscott  before  the  County 
Commissioners  on  the  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  ascertain 
what  part  of  the  above  work  should  be  borne  by  the  county,  the  Board 
feeling  that  this  was  something  which  concerned  the  county  as  a  whole, 
as  well  as  the  citizens  of  Swampscott.  We  are  gratified  to  report  that  the 
Commissioners  made  a  decree  in  which  the  county  assumes  $800  of  the 
expense  of  the  taking.  This  amount  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town. 

Your  Board  has  also  conferred  with  the  Commissioners  of  Essex 
county  on  the  subject  of  removing  the  sharp  bend  at  the  junction  of 
State  road  and  Burrill  street.  Some  years  ago  this  matter  was  taken  up, 
but  the  town  felt  that  the  conditions  at  that  time  were  not  right  for  a 
change.  Your  Board  now  believes  that  an  arrangement  can  be  made  with 
the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission,  the  County  Commissioners 
and  the  town,  whererby  this  dangerous  spot  can  be  made  permanently 
safe  ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  proceed  along 
this  line. 

IX.    Public  Buildings. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  rents  received  from  public  buildings  :

The  Town  Hall  has  been  used  almost  exclusively  during  the  past  year 
for  the  Swampscott  Section  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  for  other 
patriotic  meetings.  All  spare  rooms  on  the  first  floor  were  required  for 
work  of  the  Selective  Draft  Board  and  meetings  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety. 

X.    Town  Hall. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  proposals  for  painting 
the  Town  Hall  were  advertised,  and  the  following  bids  were  received  : 

Henry  B.  Falls  $366  00 

George  H.  Lampard  412  50 

J.  A.  Ralph  ^  391  00 

E.  Harding  .......  650  00 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Henry  B.  Falls,  who  was  the  lowest  bidder. 

These  bids  included  only  the  labor,  all  material  being  purchased  by  the 
Town  Engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 

It  was  decided  to  paint  the  Town  Hall  white,  which  is  the  most  durable 
of  all  colors,  and  that  which  has  been  adopted  by  long  custom  for  public 
buildings  of  our  New  England  towns.

It  has  been  many  years  since  the  interior  of  the  Town  Hall  proper  and 
the  lower  hall  and  stairways  have  been  painted,  also  the  room  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board  feels  that  this  is  something  which  the 
Town  should  do,  in  order  to  make  these  rooms,  where  public  meetings 
are  held,  more  modern  and  attractive.  It  is  estimated  that  this  work, 
together  with  the  necessary  rearrangement  of  the  electric  light  wires, 
would  cost  about  $2,000,  and  it  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be 
made,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


XI.   Street  Lighting. 

The  contract  with  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company  expired  on  July  1, 
1918.  A  joint  conference  with  the  Lighting  Company  and  the  Board  was 
held,  and  it  was  agreed  that  a  new  contract  should  be  drawn  up  to  cover 
the  period  of  two  years,  and  that  Swampscott  would  receive  the  most 
favorable  terms  on  the  basis  of  the  contract  with  Lynn.  This  involved 
i2i  per  cent,  increase  for  arc  lights  and  10  per  cent,  increase  for  incandes- 
cent lights,  with  an  adjustment  for  an  increase  or  decrease  in  the  cost  of 
coal. 

For  the  information  of  the  citizens  the  following  figures  are  given  to 
show  comparative  cost  for  lights  under  the  old  and  new  contracts  :

At  a  special  Town  Meeting,  held  July  19,  the  amount  of  $1,500.00  was 
appropriated  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of  street  lighting  under  the  new 
contract. 

The  total  cost  of  street  lighting  for  the  year  was  $13,278.28. 

311.    Forest  Warden. 

Everett  P.  Mudge  was  appointed  Forrest  Warden  on  January  10,  1918, 
as  provided  by  the  Revised  Laws.  This  appointment  was  approved  by  the 
State  Forester. 

XIII.   Gypsy  Hoth  Department. 

Everett  P.  Mudge  was  reappointed  to  superintend  the  gypsy  moth  work. 
His  report  on  the  work  of  the  past  year  appears  on  page  114.  The  Board 
recommends  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  work  of  the  Department, 
as  suggested  by  the  State  Forester. 

XIV.  Law. 

Board  of  Selectmen,  Swampscott,  Mass. : 

Gentlemen, — -I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Counsel  for  the  Town 
for  the  year  1918. 

The  legal  work  has  consisted  largely  of  hearings  before  the  Public 
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Service  Commission  concerning  schedules  filed  by  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company  or  the  Receiver  thereof,  seeking  an  increase  in  fares. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  in  every  instance  has  modified  these 
schedules  and  has  required  the  sale  of  tickets  at  a  lower  rate  than  that 
charged  for  an  individual  fare. 

By  a  recent  decree  of  the  Commission,  all  zone  lines  in  this  town  have 
been  eliminated,  and  now  the  rate  of  fare  is  the  same  throughout  the 
town,  and  Swampscott  is  on  the  same  basis  as  the  city  of  Lynn  in  every 
respect. 

During  the  year,  the  case  of  John  Benson  vs.  the  town  was  settled. 
This  was  a  suit  to  recover  for  injuries  sustained  by  him  by  reason  of  a 
blast  made  by  Louis  Marino  in  the  course  of  the  construction  of  a  trench 
for  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board.  The  plaintiff  was  seriously  injured.  It 
was  found  that  Mr.  Marino  had  filed  a  blasting  bond  with  the  town  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000.  Suit  was  brought  against  the  town  in  the  sum  of  $10,000. 
A  settlement  was  made  with  the  plaintiff  for  $1,300,  $1,000  of  which  was 
paid  by  the  American  Surety  Company,  $200  by  Mr.  Marino,  and  $100 
by  the  town.  It  was  felt  that  this  was  a  good  adjustment  of  the  case, 
since  it  removed  all  risks  incident  to  a  trial. 

There  have  been  various  hearings  before  Committees  of  the  Legislature 
concerning  the  distribution  of  the  Income  Tax,  so-called.  This  is  a  very 
important  question.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  have  the  money 
collected  from  this  tax  distributed  among  the  cities  and  towns  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  the  State  Tax  imposed  upon  each  of  them.  This  is 
an  unfair  method  of  distribution.  It  would  result,  in  many  cases,  in 
taking  money  collected  from  the  residents  of  one  community  and  giving 
it  to  another.  No  such  result  was  contemplated  by  the  Legislature  when 
the  Income  Tax  Law  was  passed.  The  law  merely  designated  the  Com- 
monwealth, acting  through  the  office  of  the  Commission  on  Taxation,  the 
agent  to  collect  the  tax.  When  this  money  is  collected,  after  the  payment 
of  expenses  incident  thereto,  the  balance,  in  fairness,  should  be  returned 
to  the  municipalities  from  which  it  was  received.  Acting  under  your 
instruction,  I  appeared  at  hearings  before  committees  of  the  Legislature 
and  advocated  this  method  of  distribution.  A  Recess  Committee  has  had 
the  matter  under  consideration  for  several  months,  and  its  report  will  be 
considered  by  the  Legislature  now  sitting. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  vote  was  passed  to  take,  by  eminent 
domain,  the  premises  located  at  the  junction  of  Cherry  and  Essex  streets, 
belonging  to  Frederico  Marino,  and  $1,000  was  appropriated  for  this 
purpose.  Mr.  Marino  was  dissatisfied  with  this  amount,  and  brought  a 
petition  in  the  Superior  Court  for  the  assessment  of  damages.  Later, 
however,  he  offered  to  accept  $1,050  in  settlement,  and  this  sum  was  paid 
to  him.  Shortly  after  that,  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Board,  a  petition 
was  filed  with  the  County  Commissioners  to  have  the  county  bear  some 
of  the  expense  of  this  taking.  This  petition  was  based  upon  the  theory 
that  all  persons  using  that  part  of  Essex  street  would  be  benefited  by  the 
taking  as  much  as  the  residents  of  Swampscott,  and,  consequently,  the 
county  should  bear  a  part  of  the  cost.  There  was  a  hearing  before  the 
County  Commissioners  October  27th,  and  recently  they  have  decided  to 
assume  $800  of  the  above  expense.  This  amount  has  been  paid  to  the 
town,  so  that  the  net  expense  to  the  town  for  the  taking  of  this  land  will 
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be  $250  plus  the  small  expense  of  filling  in  the  lot  to  make  it  safe  for 
public  travel. 

The  suit  of  Swampscott  vs.  the  City  of  Lynn,  growing  out  of  the  nuis- 
ance created  by  Stacey  brook,  has  been  satisfactorily  adjusted.  During  the 
year,  many  conferences  were  held  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  representing  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  and 
the  Mayor  and  other  officials,  representing  the  City  of  Lynn.  The  result 
was  an  agreement  between  the  two  municipalities  whereby  the  expense  of 
widening  and  deepening  the  brook  and  increasing  the  capacity  of  the 
conduits  is  to  be  borne  equally  by  them.  This  work  is  now  in  progress 
and  its  completion  will  not  only  eliminate  litigation  but  also  a  nuisance 
which  has  existed  for  many  years. 

Several  years  ago,  an  agreement  in  writing  was  made  between  the  town 
and  some  of  the  persons  owning  property  adjoining  Blaney  beach,  by  the 
terms  of  which  the  town  agreed  to  build  a  retaining  wall  along  their 
premises  in  consideration  of  their  releasing  to  the  town  any  interest  they 
may  have  in  the  beach.  This  was  to  be  done  by  1920.  Only  a  few  abut- 
ters, however,  have  signed  this  agreement.  At  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  a  vote  was  passed,  authorizing  your  Board  to  secure  an  extension 
of  this  agreement,  and  acting  under  your  instruction  I  communicated 
with  all  such  property  owners  for  this  purpose.  With  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, no  reply  was  received.  To  be  of  any  value,  the  agreement  should 
be  signed  by  all,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  this  can  be  accomplished.  The  public 
have  used  this  beach  for  fishing,  boating  and  recreation  purposes  for 
many  years,  and  no  right  should  be  recognized  in  these  abutters,  the 
exercise  of  which  would  tend  in  any  way  to  deprive  the  people  of  the 
enjoyment  of  this  part  of  the  beach. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  attended  to  all  legal  matters  connected 
with  the  various  departments,  drawing  necessary  notices,  agreements  and 
other  instruments,  and  advising  them  from  time  to  time.

XV.  Selectmen. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  1914  the  town  voted  that  when  the  terms  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  expired,  members  should  be  elected  each  year. 
Under  this  vote  three  members  of  the  Board  will  be  chosen  at  the  next 
annual  election. 

niSCELLANEOUS. 
1.  Salaries. 

At  the  special  meeting  on  July  19,  1918,  the  question  of  salaries  of  labor- 
ers and  of  some  officials  was  taken  up,  and  certain  increases  were  granted. 
The  Board  has  pointed  out  several  times  that  on  general  principles  salaries 
should  be  provided  for  by  departments  in  their  annual  budgets.  It  was 
felt,  however,  that  in  this  case,  the  additional  amount  in  wages  awarded 
was  more  an  equalization  to  make  up  for  the  higher  cost  of  living  neces- 
sities than  to  provide  actually  more  pay  than  previously.  The  Finance 
Committee  and  the  citizens,  in  nearly  every  case,  agreed  with  this  line  of 
thought,  as  was  indicated  by  the  recommendation  and  vote  as  recorded. 
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II  Insurance. 

Your  Board  recommends  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  the  Insurance 
Sinking  Fund. 

III.    New  Streets. 

Petitions  for  the  following  new  streets  have  been  received : 

Banks  Terrace, 
Bristol  Avenue. 

Plans  for  these  have  been  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer,  and  waivers 
will  be  obtained. 

These  petitions  will  be  submitted  to  the  town  for  action  in  the  usual 
manner. 

IV.  Brooks. 

The  Stacey  Brook  matter,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  has  been 
followed  up  by  your  Board  and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  acting 
jointly,  and  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Mayor  and  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Drainage  of  Lynn,  whereby  Lynn  and  Swampscott  should 
do  this  work,  bearing  the  expense  thereof  equally. 

A  report  was  prepared  by  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  City 
Solicitor  of  Lynn  and  the  Town  Counsel  of  Swampscott,  together  with 
the  respective  engineers,  and,  on  the  basis  of  their  report,  a  Town  Meet- 
ting  was  called,  at  which  the  necessary  appropriation  was  made.  The 
matter  then  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Board,  who  had  taken  the 
initiative  in  getting  together  with  the  City  of  Lynn,  and,  became  a  part  of 
the  duties  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  who  are  now  carrying  out 
the  work,  as  will  be  indicated  in  their  report.  This  has  been  a  matter  of 
long  standing  controversy,  covering  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  The 
Board  feels  that  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  present  arrange- 
ment, which  insures  a  complete  remedy  to  the  overflowing. 

Eventually  an  additional  culvert  will  be  required  to  join  the  sections 
which  are  now  being  constructed,  and,  as  building  is  rapidly  going  for- 
ward in  this  part  of  the  town,  the  matter  is  one  that  must  be  taken  up 
before  long.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material,  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  present  year  would  not  be  a  good  time  to  start  this  somewhat 
expensive  enterprise. 

V.    Essex  Street  Pavement. 

Another  year  has  passed  and  nothing  has  been  done  on  Essex  street, 
owing  to  the  form  of  the  original  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  to  the  inability  of  the  Bay  State  to  do  any  new  work. 

The  Town  Engineer  and  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  have  been  instructed 
to  investigate  and  report  what  work  will  be  necessary  by  the  Bay  State 
Railway  in  order  to  permit  the  street  construction  to  go  forward. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  something  which  should  be 
attended  to  without  further  delay,  and  negotiations  are  being  opened 
with  the  trustees  of  the  Bay  State  Railway  to  bring  about  some  definite 
action.

VI.   Jitney  Busses. 


The  Jitney  Bus  Act  having  been  accepted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  the 
Board  has  established  license  fees  of  $15  and  $25  per  year  for  busses,  and 
a  bond  of  $5,000  is  required  to  protect  the  citizen  in  case  of  accident  or 
damage. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  directed  that  jitney  busses  running 
between  Lynn  and  lower  Swampscott  should  extend  their  route  from  the 
monument  to  Roberts'  turnout,  in  order  to  accommodate  a  greater  num- 
ber of  citizens.  The  plan  is  now  being  tried  out,  and  apparently  the 
results  are  satisfactory. 

VII.  Pensions. 

The  Board  recommends  the  appropriation  of  money  for  the  following 
pensions  : 


At  the  annual  meeting  your  Board  was  directed  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  matter  of  a  sea  wall  for  Blaney  or  Fishermen's  beach. 
Some  work  along  this  line  was  done  several  years  ago,  but  it  was  found 
that  the  list  of  those  signing  waivers  was  incomplete,  and  that  it  would 
be  almost  impossible  to  carry  on  the  matter  further,  unless  all  would  sign. 

The  Town  Counsel  mentions  this  in  his  report,  and  the  Board  believes 
that  it  should  be  dropped  for  the  present,  and  that  any  attempt  to 
encroach  on  the  beach  should  be  protested  when  the  time  comes. 

IX.  Swampscott  Auxiliary  of  Lynn  Chapter  American  Red  Cross. 

The  women  of  this  country  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  world 
war,  which  has  just  come  to  a  close.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the 
women  of  the  American  Red  Cross  Society,  who  have  done  so  much  to 
alleviate  the  sufferings  of  our  soldiers  in  the  hospitals,  overseas  and  in 
this  country.  They  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  make  their  full 
quota  of  dressings  or  garments,  and  the  Swampscott  Auxiliary  has  shown 
marked  efficiency  in  this  line  of  war  work.  Both  the  town  and  the 
country  owe  a  debt  of  graditude  to  these  noble  women.

VIII.   Blaney  Beach  Wall. 
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X.  Soldiers'  Equipment. 

An  appropriation  was  made  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  Soldiers' 
Equipment,  and  the  Board  continued  to  supply  safety  razor  kits,  properly 
inscribed,  to  each  and  every  soldier  and  sailor.  Gold  rings,  with  the 
monogram  of  the  town,  were  presented  to  the  women  in  the  Red  Cross 
service. 

Two  hundred  sixty-six  shaving  kits  have  been  supplied,  at  an  expense 
of  $850. 

Comfort  kits  were  supplied  to  all  those  men  who  desired  them,  and  the 
amount  of  $150.25  was  expended  for  the  purchase  of  material  and  contents 
for  these. 

Worsted,  to  the  value  of  $492.97,  was  purchased  for  use  of  the  ladies  of 
the  Red  Cross,  Equal  Suffrage  Club,  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Masonic 
Club,  and  the  young  women  of  the  Clarke  War  Relief  Club.  This  was 
employed  in  the  making  of  sweaters,  helmets  and  similar  comforts  which 
were  recommended  by  the  government. 

XI.  Victory  Committee. 

The  Board  called  a  mass  meeting  of  the  citizens  on  November  22,  to 
consider  the  matter  of  a  suitable  welcome  for  our  soldiers  and  sailors.  A 
Committee  was  chosen,  with  instructions  to  increase  its  number.

On  January  28,  1919,  a  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  was  held  to 
consider  the  report  of  the  Planning  Committee.  After  general  discussion, 
it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  report  and  insert  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  annual  meeting,  to  see  if  the  town  would  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  suitable  welcome  for  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  Swampscott,  as  recommended  by  the  General  Committee  of 
the  citizens. 

XII.   Register  of  Returned  Soldiers. 

In  order  to  insure  that  a  complete  record  is  kept  of  all  Swampscott 
men  and  women  who  have  served  with  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  or  her  allies  during  the  world  war,  the  Board  has  arranged 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  George  T.  Till,  to  provide  suitable  forms  for  this 
purpose.  All  Swampscott  soldiers,  sailors  and  Red  Cross  nurses  are 
urgently  requested  to  call  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Till,  167  Humphrey  street, 
immediately  upon  their  return,  in  order  to  be  registered  and  to  make  out 
the  record  cards  for  permanent  historical  reference.  These  will  be  used 
in  connection  with  a  memorial  book  to  be  published  later.  If  the  men 
do  not  return  prior  to  publication  of  the  book,  their  families  are  requested 
to  attend  to  this  matter  on  their  behalf.  The  Board  desires  to  have  the 
record  complete  and  accurate  in  every  detail. 

XIII.   State  Aid  for  Families  of  Soldiers  of  the  World  War. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  carefully  looked  after  the  interests 
of  the  families  of  our  soldiers  who  were  absent  from  town,  promptly 
making  recommendations  for  State  Aid  whenever  needed.  A  total  of  25 
families  and  dependents  have  been  assisted  in  this  manner. 

XIV.    Captured  German  Guns. 

After  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  your  Board  made  application 
through  Congressman  W.  W.  Lufkin,  representative  of  this  district,  for 
two  captured  German  field  guns.  It  was  urged  that  these  guns,  if 
possible,  be  selected  from  among  those  taken  by  organizations  to  which 
Swampscott  men  were  attached.  Assurance  has  been  received  from  our 
representative  that  he  will  use  every  endeavor  to  obtain  the  captured  guns 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.  It  is  planned  to  use  these  later  in  connection 
with  a  suitable  memorial  for  the  men  of  Swampscott  who  served  in  the 
World  War. 

XV.    Colors  for  General  James  L.  Bates  Post,  118, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

It  was  found  that  the  General  James  L.  Bates  Post  No.  118  required  a 
new  stand  of  colors,  and  these  were,  accordingly,  obtained  by  the  Board 
and  presented  to  the  Post  at  services  held  in  the  Universalist  church  on 
May  26,  just  before  Memorial  Day.  Dr.  Vannevar  was  the  speaker  of  the 
day. 
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XVI.    Bonds  for  Blasting. 

In  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  he  mentions  an  accident  due  to 
blasting,  which  was  the  cause  of  a  suit  being  brought  against  the  town. 
For  many  years  a  bond  of  $1,000  has  been  required  of  contractors  before 
a  permit  to  do  blasting  was  granted.  The  Board,  however,  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  amount  was  insufficient  to  protect  the  town,  and 
requested  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  to  increase  this  to  $5,000. 
This  was  done  and  hereafter  a  bond  of  this  amount  will  be  necessary 
before  any  blasting  can  be  undertaken  in  the  town. 

XVII.   Suggested  Improvements  for  Boston  &  Haine  Railroad 
Station  and  Approaches. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  necessity  for 
improving  the  conditions  at  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Station,  not 
only  as  regards  the  safety  of  passengers,  but  to  beautify  the  immediate 
surroundings.  As  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  obtain  an  entirely  new 
railroad  station  at  this  time,  we  feel  that  at  least  a  passage  should  be  pro- 
vided under  the  tracks  to  prevent  the  danger  of  crossing  at  grade.  Many 
accidents  have  occurred  at  this  point,  and  the  Board  requested  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  to  take  steps  to  remove  the  danger.  Owing  to  war 
conditions,  however,  the  railroad  refused  to  act  immediately.  The  mat- 
ter, however,  is  being  followed  by  your  Board,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
improvements  will  eventually  be  brought  about. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Board  has  requested  the  Town  Engineer  to  pre- 
pare a  plan  of  the  approaches  to  the  station  on  all  sides,  whereby  the 
present  barren  appearance  would  be  improved  by  artistic  arrangement  of 
drives,  walks  and  shrubbery.  The  plan  also  involves  the  setting  out  of 
trees  at  suitable  places.  This  is  a  matter  which  the  Board  also  has  under 
consideration,  and  it  is  hoped  can  be  carried  through  to  completion 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

XVIII.    Location  of  Underground  Conduits  and  Pipes. 

The  Board  has  instructed  the  Town  Engineer  to  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  all  underground  construction  in  the  streets  of  the  town,  such  as  sewers, 
drains,  water  mains  and  service  pipes,  gas  mains,  street  lighting  con- 
duits, telephone  conduits,  together  with  the  location  of  all  man-holes, 
hydrants  and  the  like.  The  various  interested  departments  have  been 
•requested  to  inform  the  Town  Engineer  of  all  new  underground  work, 
also  whenever  streets  are  open  disclosing  old  locations.  This  plan  has 
been  agreed  to  and  centralizes  the  matter  of  keeping  records  with  the 
Town  Engineer.  This  should  avoid  much  delay  and  expense  in  the 
future. 

XIX.   Development  of  Land. 

Several  years  ago,  the  town  accepted  Chapter  191,  of  the  Acts  of  1907, 
which  established  a  Board  of  Survey,  and  which  provided  in  substance  for 
the  approval  by  this  Board  of  any  plan  for  the  laying  out  or  construction 
of  any  street  before  such  construction  is  begun. 

We  have  learned  that  persons  are  selling  lots  in  certain  parts  of  the 
town  with  reference  to  plans  which  have  not  been  submitted  to  this 
Board  for  approval.  If  streets  in  these  districts  are  constructed  without 
having  the  plan  approved  by  this  Board,  the  above  Act  prohibits  the 
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expenditure  of  any  public  funds  upon  the  same  and,  consequently,  would 
prevent  the  acceptance  of  any  such  streets  at  a  later  date  by  the  town. 

The  BaarJ  now  is  investigating  the  matter,  but,  in  the  meantime,  feels 
that  this  situation  should  be  made  public,  so  that  the  owners  and 
purchasers  of  such  land  may  realize  the  difficulties  in  which  they  may 
find  themselves  later  if  they  proceed  without  complying  with  the 
above  act. 

Building  Line. 

Swampscott  is  purely  a  residential  community,  and  it  is  advisable  that 
its  development  in  the  future  should  be  guarded  as  carefully  as  in  the 
past. 

There  is  much  land  remaining  to  be  developed,  and,  frequently 
an  owner,  eager  to  sell  lots,  refrains  from  imposing  proper  restric- 
tions thereon.  Section  73,  of  Part  2,  of  Chapter  344,  of  the  Acts 
of  1917,  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  building  line  not  more  than 
forty  (40)  feet  distant  from  the  exterior  line  of  a  highway  or  townway, 
and  thereafter  prohibits  the  erection  of  any  structure  between  such  build- 
ing line  and  such  way,  except  steps,  windows,  porticoes  and  other  usual 
projections  appurtenant  to  the  front  wall  of  a  building. 

The  acceptance  of  this  act  will  permit  the  town  to  establish  a  uniform 
building  line. 

The  town  has  accepted  the  Tenement  House  Act  and  other  acts  that 
tend  to  improve  Swampscott  as  a  residential  locality.  The  acceptance  of 
the  above  act  will  be  in  line  with  this  policy.  We,  therefore,  have 
inserted  an  article  in  the  Warrant  to  accomplish  this  and  recommend  its 
adoption. 

FINANCE. 
Town  Accounting. 

During  the  year  two  regular  audits  have  been  made  by  the  State  Bureau 
of  Statistics  of  all  books  of  the  town,  they  being  found  correct. 

A  special  audit  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Board  when  the  Treasurer's 
Department  was  taken  over  by  James  W.  Libby,  as  Treasurer  pro  tern. 

Town  Debt. 

The  net  debt  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1918,  amounted  to 
$637,377.99.  Attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  shows 
a  reduction  of  $79,206.28  from  our  indebtedness  of  the  previous  year.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to  December  31, 
1918,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Cnapter  598  of  the  Acts 
of  1910  as  amended. 

The  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton, 
Chief  Examiner  of  this  Bureau,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  work.

Mr.  Charles  F.  Gettemy,  Director,  Bureau  of  Statistics,   State  House, 
Boston: 

Sir, — As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  the  semi-annual  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to 
December  31,  1918,  and  report  as  follows  : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  theTown  Accountant,  were  examined  and  checked  ;  the  cash  book 
entries  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  payments  and  with 
the  Treasurer's  statements  of  receipts  ;  journal  entries  were  examined,  and 
ledger  postings  verified.  The  classification  book,  showing  in  detail  the 
functional  classification  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  was  examined, 
and  expenditures  from  each  appropriation  were  checked  with  the  ledger 
totals:  the  ledger  was  footed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  proving  the 
same  to  be  in  balance,  and  a  balance  sheet  was  prepared,  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  treasurer's  office  were  examined,  and  the 
cash  book  was  footed.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  making  payments  to  the  Treasurer, 
also  with  the  returns  made  to  the  Town  Accountant,  and  the  disburse- 
ments were  compared  with  the  Selectmen's  Warrants  authorizing  pay- 
ments. The  cash  balance  was  proved  by  reconciling  the  bank  accounts 
with  the  bank  statements. 
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The  bank  deposits  for  payment  of  debt  and  interest  coupons  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file,  and 
the  bank  balance  proved  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  interest  coupons 
which  had  not  been  presented  for  payment. 

The  savings  banks'  books  and  securities  belonging  to  the  several  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  were  examined  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

The  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  examined  and  checked,  the  out- 
standing taxes  and  assessments  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
books  in  the  Accountant's  office,  and  the  recorded  payments  to  the  Treas- 
urer were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  Treasurer's  books.  The 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  Assessors'  records  and  with  the 
Accountant's  books. 

The  records  showing  receipts  of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  janitor  of  the 
Town  Hall,  and  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  were  examined  and 
compared  with  the  receipts  from  these  departments  as  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer  and  Town  Accountant. 

The  books  of  the  Health  Department  were  examined ;  the  records  of 
licenses  issued  were  checked,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  small  pay- 
ment made  to  the  Treasurer  early  in  the  year,  the  receipts  were  repre- 
sented by  cash  in  the  department  safe.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be 
noted  that  all  moneys  collected  by  department  officials  should  be  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  at  least  once  a  month. 

The  books  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  were  examined  and  checked, 
the  cash  book  was  footed  and  checked  to  the  commitment  book,  and 
reported  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  compared  with  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Accountant.  The  commitments  of  accounts  receivable 
were  checked  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

In  checking  the  accounts,  it  was  found  that  $250  had  been  transferred 
from  the  sinking  fund  to  the  water  income  to  provide  cash  for  paying  the 
running  expenses  of  the  department,  a  practice  which  is  in  strict  violation 
of  the  statutes  providing  for  the  handling  of  sinking  funds,  and  which  is 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  719,  Acts  of  1913,  prohibiting  the 
borrowing  of  money  for  current  expenses.  This  money  should  be  returned 
at  once  to  the  sinking  fund  and  the  practice  should  not  be  resorted  to 
again. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
Treasurer's  cash  and  of  the  debt  and  interest  coupon  account,  also  sum- 
maries, trust  and  investment  fund  accounts.  A  balance  sheet  as  of 
December  31,  1918,  is  likewise  included. 

To  the  several  town  officers  who  greatly  assisted  me  in  my  work  while 
I  was  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish  to  express,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  received 
and  assistance  rendered.
